The staff 
committee argues that the number 
15 was fixed by mutual consent when 
Israel had more than 100 overseas 
missions, and was never filled by 
Alignment foreign ministers or when 
the late Moshe Dayan was foreign 
minister. 

The committee says that when 
Shamir took over at the ministry, he 
filled and even exceeded the quota. 
-’^Now that Israel has only 69 mis- 


sions abroad, the committee argues, 
the number of outside appointees 
should not exceed nine. 

Another storm regarding an 
allegedly political appointment is 
brewing in the Negev, concerning 
the intention of Interior Minister 
Yitzhak Peretz to. appoint former 
Netivot mayor Shalom Danioo as 
Southern District Representative. 
Danino denied on Friday that his 
appointment was political, noting 
that he was a member of Tami. 
whereas the minister, represents 
Shas. 

The Interior Ministry spokesman 
also issued a statement on Friday to 
the effect that Peretz had promised 
not to change personnel in the minis- 
try and had kept his word. 

Beersbeba Mayor Eliahu Navi 
cabled the interior minister to advise 
him to think again. Navi wants 
Eliahu Shapira. who has been acting 
representative for nearly a year, to 
be appointed. 

This is also the view of the heads of 
20 locals authorities led by Eliezer 
Ben-Zvi, bead of the Eshkol Re- 
gional Council, who have signed a 
petition which will be presented to 
Peretz. 

Peretz’s bureau has issued a state- 
ment saying that he will make his 
recommendation to the cabinet.

address it. - ' ’ . ' 

Pflimlin stated th# only heads of 
state are invited to address the par- 
liament. King Hussein appeared be- 


fore it last year. As a result of the 
president's rejection of Arafat, the 
West German Greens delegation to 
the European Parliament are to host 
PLO Paris representative Ibrahim 
Sous to a luncheon, to coincide with 
the European Parliament's official 
luncheon for President Herzog. 

Apart from meetings with top 
community officials, the Herzogs 
will dine with King Baudouin in 
Brussels, and meet with leaders of 
the Jewish communities in the three 
cities. 

Herzog will be flying in a West- 
wind executive jet, put at his dispos- 
al by the Israel Aircraft Industries.

TYRE. - Police Minister Haim Bar- 
Lev. visiting Border Police head- 
quarters here on Friday, was witness 
to what was described as a "routine" 
terrorist attack. 

Light-arms fire was directed from 
an orchard at a nearby base of the 
South Lebanon Army (SLA), and 
Bar-Lev took shelter as SLA. Israel 
Defence Forces and Border Police 
troops returned fire. 

During his visit, Bar-Lev was told 
by Border Police commanders that 
since the beginning of the war in 
Lebanon, the force had lost 55 men. 

Thirty-four were killed in the ex- 
plosion of a gas stove in their Tyre 
headquarters in 1982. 17 in the ter- 
rorist attack in Tyre a year later, and 
four in - encounters with terrorist 
bands. 

In the same pyiod. 36 Border 
Policemen were injured, of who 25 
have returned to service. 

Bar-Lev was told that the Border 
Police had apprehended 1,958 ter- 
rorists in Lebanon and killed seven. 
Also, 1,169 Kalashnikov rifles had 
been confiscated, he was told. 

Elsewhere in South Lebanon on 
Friday, one SLA soldier was slightly 
hurt when a roadside bomb ex- 


No attacks were reported yester- 
day. 

Reuter reports from Beirut that a 
militant pro-Syrian Palestinian 
group yesterday urged Syrian- 
backed “national’ forces" in Leba- 
non to cooperate with Palestinian 
forces to avert massacres in the re- 
fugee camps of South Lebanon. 

The Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine led by George 
Habash also said there was “a 
fascist-Zionist plan to commit mas- 
sacres in Palestinian refugee camps" 
in the south. 

.An explosion on Friday wrecked a 
car in a garage under the Arab 
Bank's head office in mainly Moslem 
West Beirut, wounding a garage 
attendant, security sources said. 

They said the car belonged to a 
bank employee and blew up just 
after he arrived for work. 

Three banks in West Beirut were • 
the targets of bomb attacks last 
week. 


Bolivia devalues peso 455% 


LA PAZ (AP). - The Bolivian gov- 
ernment devalued the peso by 455 
per cent yesterday and hiked the 
price of food, petrol and transport an 
average of 400 per cent, in an effort 
to control inflation and encourage 
stable economic growth. Minister of 
Planning Fredy Justiniano said. 

“What we are trying to do is 
reactivate production, promote ex- 
ports, correct the fiscal -deficit and 
reduce inflation," he said in 
announcing the harshest economic 
measures President Heman Siles 
Zuazo's government has im- 
plemented since it took over in Octo- 
ber 1982. 

The Bolivian labour confedera- 
tion, which represents every major 


labour group in the country, is ex- 
pected to reject the economic pack- 
age and call for a general strike, (n 
response to a 77 percent devaluation 
last November, the confederation 
shut down the country for a week 
until the government agreed to in- 
crease wages. 

• The peso's official dollar exchange 
rate was increased yesterday from 
9.000 to 50,000, the price of petrol 
575 per cent, food products 340 per 
cent and transportation 280 per cent . 
The government offered workers a 
340 per cent wage bonus. 

Inflation for 1984 has been esti- 
mated here at 2,700 per cent by some 
economists. In January alone it was 
officially pegged at 80 per cent.

Can all days in hospital cost the same? 


In 1960 the most expensive 
surgery done in hospitals in most of 
the world, cost a maximum of $500. 
Today surgical procedures that have 
become almost commonplace may 
cost as much as $15,000. 

Yesterday’s miracle is indeed to- 
day's commonplace. Today the first 
thing a coronary patient asks is 
whether it is possible to do a by-pass 
operation. 

Kidney transplants costing as 
much as' $5,000, sometimes more, 
and bone-marrow transplants, 
cheaper, are becoming more and 
more acceptable. 


Although Israel has not yet done a 
liver transplant, Beilinson Hospital 
in Petah Tikva says that its team can 
provide this service. Until now 
Israeli patients have gone abroad for 
liver transplants. Most often they 
were funded by local or national 
drives to cover the $50,000 or more 
that the operation cost. 

The laws regulating fees and pay- 
ments were written long ago, with 
the view that a hospital day is a 
hospital day and that no procedure- 
related fee be collected. It was fell at 
the time that if the hospitals had the 
choice of taking people for proce- 


MDs offer pay cuts to help health ftmd

Seven doctors, directors of Kupat 
Holim Klalit hospitals, notified Pro- 
fessor Haim Doron, head of the 
Histadrut’s health fund, on Friday 
that they are willing to waive two 
days salary per month for the comi ng 
year to contribute to the fund's effort 
to cut its budget by $53 million. 

The hospitals are Beilinson, Soro- 
ka, Afula, Hasharon. Hacarmel, 
Kaplan and Mercaz Sapir. 


Last night Klalit spokesman 
David Tagar told The Jerusalem Post 
that the Treasury owes the health 
fund $154m. for services, including 
mental-health stations and the 
Josephthal Hospital in Eilat, which 
is running at a deficit and for which 
the government has 50 per cent re- 
sponsibility. Tagar . said that the 
health fund has paid the Treasury 
$90m. this year for services to in- 
sured patients. 


dures that paid more they might do 
so. and that the health funds might 
defer permission for costly proce- 
dures for patients who needed them . 
It was therefore derided that all 
hospital days should cost the same, 
whether for a diagnostic test, a 
broken bone or major surgery. 

But today, as costs soar, the hos- 
pitals wonder how they can provide 
major surgery for less than S100 a 
day, when the difference between 
what it costs them and what they get 
may amount to tens of thousands of 
dollars. 

These deficits are made up by 
donations or by government funds. 
But in every instance there are de- 
ficits for which the hospitals must 
make arrangement. 

Most health authorities now feel 
that there has to be some relation 
between what is done for the patient 
and what is paid for. 

In the U.S. the Medicare service, 
which started on 3 payment per 
diem , last year introduced a payment 
per procedure plan, and several 
European countries with general 
health insurance are considering this 
change. 


Israel waiy 
ofrenewed 
ties between 
Egypt, PLO

Israel regards the rapprochement 
between Egypt and the PLO as part 
of a plan devised in Cairo whereby 
Egypt. Jordan and the PLO will this 
year ask the U.S. to propose a new 
Middle East initiative. 

Although Jordan and the PLO 
have so far failed to coordinate with 
each other politically. Jerusalem be- 
lieves that Egypt hopes it can soften 
up PLO leader Yasser Arafat if it 
shows him enough sympathy and 
extends him enough assistance. 

The request to the U.S. to open a 
dialogue with the PLO. made by 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Esmet 
Abdel Meguid earlier this month, 
has shown Jerusalem which way the 
wind is blowing. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
intends to instruct Ambassador in 
Cairo Moshe Sasson next week to 
raise with the Egyptian government 
“the very close and active rela- 
tionship which is developing be- 
tween Egypt and the PLO. " 

One knowledgeable official in 
Jerusalem told The Jerusalem Post: 
“We don't like the way Egypt is 
pushing the PLO's interests at all. If 
the PLO should agree to a lowest 
political common denominator with 
Egypt and Jordan, we would have a 
new problem on our hands.” 

The Associated Press adds that 
Egyptian Prime Minister Kamal 
Hassan Ali told the government- 
owned Cairo newspaper Al- 
Gomhuriya yesterday that Israel 
should recognize the PLO. arguing 
that the organization already has 
implicitly recognized Israel by 
accepting the 1982 Arab peace plan 
adopted at a summit conference in 
Fez. Morocco. 

Ali said coordination between 
Jordan and the PLO is "the starting 
point,” for reactivation of stalled 
peace efforts under U.S. spon- 
sorship. But he said the dialogue so 
far indicated little hope of progress 
in the near future. 

In Riyadh, Italian Prime Minister 
Bettino Craxi said in an interview 
published yesterday that a clear 
Jordanian-Palestinian relationship is 
needed for the European Commun- 
ity to contribute towards a Middle 
East settlement. 


Fahd expected 
to press for new 
U.S. initiative

WASHINGTON. - Reviving the 
Arab-Israeli peace process will top 
the agenda during Saudi King Fahd's 
talks in Washington this week, a 
senior Reagan administration offi- 
cial said. 

Briefing reporters on Friday, the 
official said the administration is 
keen to hear Fahd articulate the 
Arab position during the talks. 

Fahd is due ro meet with Reagan 
tomorrow. He is also to meet with 
Secretary of State George Shultz. 
Defence Secretary Caspar Weinber- 
ger and other senior officials. The 
king is being accompanied by his 
senior aides. 

The official said at the briefing 
that future U.S. arms sales to Saudi 
Arabia would also be reviewed dur- 
ing the talks. He described as "un- 
fortunate" the timing of the 
announcement of the U.S. delay in 
completing such a sale - coming as it 
did during Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin's recent visit to Washington. 
The timing was purely coincidental, 
he insisted. 

But the official made clear that the 
administration is still likely to go 
ahead with new* sales to Saudi Ara- 
bia and to other "moderate" Arab 
countries later this year, following 
the U.S. study. 

Details of these sales, he added, 
remain to be formalized. 

Regarding the peace process, the 
official, who asked not to be identi- 
fied. said the U.S. still stands by its 
September 1, 1982 peace plan. He 
said Washington is hoping Jordan's 
King Hussein will join the process. 

He also held out the hope that 
Israel's national unity government 
will reconsider Israel's earlier 
opposition to the Reagan plan. 

In Jerusalem cabinet secretary' 
Yosef Beilin said last night that the 
previous cabinet's rejection of the 
Reagan plan continues to commit 
the present government. Beilin said 
that the plan has not come up in the 
present cabinet. 

Prime Minister Shimon Peres's 
media adviser, Uri Savir. said that 
the prime minister’s position, which 
he has frequently expressed, is that 
the problem in the Middle East is not 


a shortage of plans, but a shortage of 
partners for Israel to negotiate with. 

Beilin and Savir were both careful 
not to reject the Reagan plan in so 
many words. 

The Associated Press reported 
yesterday that Fahd is expected to 
tell Reagan that Arab patience is 
"wearing thin" with what is viewed 
in Riyadh as a half-hearted U.S. role 
in the Middle East process. 

In addition. Fahd will ask Reagan 
to pressure Israel for a complete 
withdrawal of its forces from south- 
ern Lebanon, sources said. 

"The king is convinced that 
Washington is capable of bringing 
Israel and the Arabs to the negotiat- 
ing table for a decisive and compre- 
hensive settlement.” said one Saudi 
official, who refused to be indenti- 
fied. 

But. he added, "like most Arab 
countries. Saudi Arabia is convinced 
that Washington's role in the 
Mideast problem is rather half- 
hearted. And the king will tell 
Reagan that Arab patience is wear- 
ing thin on that score." 

The same official, along with 
other Arab diplomats, pointed out 
that the Saudi's complaints do not 
mean ties with Washington will be 
strained. 

While many moderate Arab gov- 
ernments publicly have been dis- 
tancing themselves from Washing- 
ton. Fahd is expected to seek means 
of maintaining a close and a coopera- 
tive stance with the Americans, 
these sources said. 

“The political topics are high on 
the king’s agenda.” one Saudi offi- 
cial said. "He will tell Reagan that 
there can be no just and lasting peace 
in the Middle East without the direct 
participation of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization in any peace talks 
with Israel. The Palestinians will 
have ro be redressed." 

The U.S.. the same official con- 
tended, will be asked to coordinate 
with Saudi Arabia, other oil-rich 
Arab countries and Western Euro- 
pean countries to "launch a large- 
scale reconstruction programme" in 
Lebanon.

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Panel meets today on 
freeze exemptions

TEL AVIV. - The package-deal 
exemptions committee is to meet in 
Jerusalem today to decide which 
items should be exempted from price 
conuols set in the trilateral agree- 
ment. 

One committee member told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that the 
committee had received “literally 
hundreds" of applications from 
manufacturers and importers for 
permission to raise the price of their 
goods by more than the monthly 5 
per cent allowed by the agreement. 

Members of the Hist ad rut com- 
mittee monitoring the agreement on 
Friday expressed their suspicion that 
the government's price controls 
were being deliberately relaxed. 
They called on the government to 
tighten its controls and to continue 
bringing price gougers to quick trial. 

The committee also called on the 
Industry and Trade Ministry to ex- 


tend the price controls to fruit and 
vegetables, and on Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres to fulfil his undertak- 
ing to establish a committee to deal 
with the problems of mortgage 
payers. 

The Histadrut's Consumer Pro- 
tection Authority intends to hold 
price campaigns this week, authority 
chairwoman Nuzhat Katzav said on 
Friday. The campaigns, in which 
hundreds of volunteers will partici- 
pate. are to check prices and educate 
consumers, she said. 

More than 160 legal actions were 
instituted by Ministry of Industry 
and Trade inspectors during the first 
three days of Package Deal n. a 
ministry spokesman said on Friday. 

He said the actions were for viola- 
tions uncovered during inspections 
of commercial centres throughout 
the country, including the areas. 

Most of the violations involved 
failure to post prices and overcharg- 
ing. 


Sharon: End controls on cash, 
sell off all government firms

HAIFA. - Rescinding foreign- 
currency controls, linking the shekel 
to foreign currency, and selling 
government-owned companies 
would cure the country's economic 
ills. Industry and Trade Minister 
Ariel Sharon said here on Friday. 

Speaking at a Herut Party lun- 
cheon meeting at the Zion Hotel, 
Sharon also said that the govern- 
ment should have nothing to do with 
the purchase of meat, grain, sugar or 
fuel. These matters, he said, should 
be left to private enterprise, and 
whoever can import them most 
cheaply should be allowed to do so. 

Sharon said the central aim of the 
national unity goverment when it 
was established was to solve econo- 
mic problems. He believed that on 
this matter it is still possible for the 
two major parties to cooperate. 

He maintained, however, that 
ministries are unlikely to cut their 
budgets by the amounts needed be- 
cause of political considerations and 
pressures. 


■ He suggested that Israel would 
have to switch to a “free economy," 
while implementing measures to en- 
courage citizens here and abroad to 
invest their foreign currency in in- 
dustry. 


The money raised from the sale of 
government companies should be 
put into a fund to help establish new 
high-technology industries, he said. 

Sharon also announced that he 
would soon recommend that the 
government pass a law to encourage 
investment in industry. The law 
would include tax rebates and other 
benefits for the investors over a long 
period. It would also allocate 
government-owned land to new in- 
dustries free of charge. 

As part of his economic program- 
me, Sharon suggested switching to a 
five-day work week and a 10-hour 
work day. 

He also recommended postponing 
the Histadrut elections, which are to 
take place in May. so that all efforts 
may be concentrated on solving the 
countrv's economic difficulties. 


Vernon Walters to replace Kirkpatrick

WASHINGTON. - Vernon Wal- 
ters, a 68-year-old diplomatic troub- 
leshooter.* has been named to suc- 
ceed Jeane Kirkpatrick as the U.S. 
ambassador to the UN. According to 
his close associates, he can be ex- 
pected to continue to project a hieh- 
Iv visible. pro-Israeli profile at the 
UN. 


Walters, a retired army general 
and former deputy director of the 
Central Intelligence Agency, has 
had considerable experience in the 
Middle East over his long career. He 
has been a close friend of Morocco's 


King Hassan. for example, since 
1942. 

Walters has strongly denied press , 
reports that he has been a frontman 
in recent years in conducting secret 
meetings with PLO representatives. 
As recently as last February, to; 
York magazine reported that he had 
met with the PLO. But Walters 
sharply dismissed that report. 

In seeking the UN post in recent 
months, he has actively sought to 
reassure Israel and its supporters in 
Washington of his solid support for 
Israel. He met late last year with 
Israel’s ambassador to the U.S. Meir 
Rosenne for what both men later 
described as a very friendly and 


productive session. 

A former aide to Secretary of 
State Kissinger, Walters speaks 
French. Spanish, Portuguese, Ita- 
lian. German. Dutch and Russian. 
Over the past four years, he has 
travelled over one million 
kilometres in secret diplomacy for 
the State Department. 

“I've never travelled under false 
names or in disguise," he said Fri- 
day. “I haven't sought any publicity. 
I have come to the conclusion that 
there ’5 no amount of good that you 
can't do if you don’t care who gets 
the credit for it. It’s sometimes frus- 
trating because I am not a modest 
man.”

Abdel-Meguid said he sees signs that 
King Hussein of Jordan is preparing 
to take “a calculated risk" and nego- 
tiate peace with Israel. 

Meguid. as the first in a series of 
Arab officials to discuss prospects 
for peace with the administration of 
President Reagan, was optimistic 
about the outlook. 

Meguid said his meetings on Fri- 
day with Secretary of State Shultz 
and National Security Adviser 
Robert McFarlane “were extremely 
useful. We had a very wide exchange 
of views on the situation. We ex- 
plained our position regarding the 
situation in the area, how we see the 


development and the necessity to 
move on the peace process. 

He said there were forces of mod- 
eration in Israel, and said he would 
like to see some action taken on the 
question of Southern Lebanon, the 
Taba territorial dispute, and the 
problem of where to locate the 
Palestinians. 

He also urged the Reagan admi- 
nistration to open a dialogue with 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion to help get peace talks started. 

“We feel sincerely that they have 
to talk to each other,” the Egyptian 
official said. “You don’t have to 
recognize the PLO. You have to 
start a dialogue with the PLO." 


Hijackers of Cyprus plane 
threaten ^world-wide attacks’ 


BEIRUT (AP).- A Lebanese group 
that commandered a Cyprus Air- 
ways jet for several hours on Thurs- 
day threatened to attack Cypriot 
installations worldwide unless the 
Nicosia government meets its de- 
mand for the release of two jailed 
Lebanese, a private radio station 
reported yesterday. 

The Voice of Lebanon, controlled 
by the Christian Phalange party, said 
it received the threat in a call from a 
man claiming to represent the “Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Black Bri- 
gades of the Martyr Group of Febru- 
ary 6." the name given by the gun- 
men who took over the plane at 
Beirut airport to demand the release 


of two Lebanese jailed in Cyprus. 

The gunmen freed the plane and a 
dozen hostages after the Cypriot 
government reportedly agreed to 
consider favourably the release of 
the two. On Friday, however, a 
Cypriot government spokesman de- 
nied any deal bad been made to 
guarantee the pairs release. 

The Wo Lebanese were arrested 
in June 19S3 after hijacking a Ruma- 
nian jetliner chartered by the Libyan 
government .in an attempt to seek 
release of Imam Mousa Sadr, found- 
er of the Lebanese Shi’ite Moslem 
Amal movement. 

Imam Sadr disappeared during an 
official visit to Libva in 1978.

9 dead, 56 hurt on roads 


Nine persons were killed and 56 
seriously injured in 47 traffic acci- 
dents last week.

Trial opens for policemen 
charged with beating civilian 


TEL AVIV (Itim). -The trial of four 
policemen and two civil guards on 
charges of beating a civilian is to 
open in the Tel Aviv Magistrate's 
Court this morning. The trial was to 
have begun on Friday, but three of 
the accused failed to appear. War- 
rants were subsequently issued for 
their arrest. 


The warrants were issued against 
policemen Uri Kucharz and Yisrael 
Mizrahi and against civil guard 
David Baruch. The judge said that 
after they appear before him they 
will be released on bail of IS50.Q00 
each.

According to the charges, the six 
attacked Hanan Natan, of Tel Aviv, 
in November 1983.

Baruch, it is* alleged, then tied 
Natan to a signpost and kicked his 
legs. Then, it is alleged, Baruch and 
Klein handcuffed Natan to. the tow- 
ing hopk under thepafroFcar’s* front

Kleinrthe charges say, got into the 
car and drove in reverse a distance of 
10 metres, forcing Natan to run so as 
not to be dragged on the road. Then, 
the charges say.’ Klein changed 
direction into forward gear, but he 
stopped the car when Natan refused 
to budge. 

Natan was later brought to the 
police station for questioning. He 
was freed on bail. 


20,000 olim in 1984 despite decline from West 


TEL AVTV (Itim). - Ativa rose by 
17 per cent to about 20,000 in 1984, 
over 1983 despite a decrease in the 
number of newcomers from western 
countries. Absorption Minister 
Y’a’acov Tsur told the Engineers' 
Club on Fridav. 


Tsur disclosed that the figures 
showed that in 1984. 24 per cent 
fewer dim came from North Amer- 


ica than came in 1983: 33 per cent 
fewer from South America: and 31 
per cent fewer from Western 
Europe. 

Tsur noted that some 300.000 
Israelis are estimated to be living 
abroad, two thirds of them in the 
U.S. Some of these are working in 
high-technology, an area in which 
Israel lacks some 15.000 engineers 
and technicians. 


Kasparov makes it 5-3 in chess tourney 


MOSCOW (AP). - Gany Kasparov 
scored his second straight victory in 
yesterday's 48th game of the World 
Chess Championship, cutting litlist 
Anatoly Karpov's lead to 5-3 and 
lending what Kasparov boosters cal- 
led psycholqgical momentum to the 
challenger. 

Karpov resigned after Kasparov 
played his 67th move with the white 
pieces in the game that began on 
Friday after a nine-day break and 
was adjourned after 40 moves. 

The world champion has now 
been winless since November 24. 
when he scored his fifth victory in the 
tournament at a time when 21-year- 


old Kasparov had still to win a game. 

The challenger has now scored the 
last three victories in the marathon 
match that began on September 10.. 
Forty of the games have ended in 
draws, which do not count in cham- 
pionship play. •

^Hospitals to Treasury:

' Hospitals and nursing homes pro- 
jdingcare for the chronically ill and 
be aged said yesterday that the 
. S700 million the Treasurv gave 
hem last week will cover part of 
- heir bills for essential materials and 
ieivices including food, fuel, medi- 
anes and laundry and cleaning ser- 
vices, and allow them to maintain 
operations for a while. 

They added, however, that the 
Treasury .must undertake to pay un- 
interruptedly the approved monthly 
stipends. 

There are government-operated 
nursing homes for geriatric care and 
. Jkr the chronically ill. But about 
1,000 patients are being cared for at 
government expense in major hos- 
pitals and in private nursing homes, 
since government hospitals cannot 
provide the number of beds needed. 

According to Deputy Health 


Minister Shoshana Arbeli- 
Almoslino. there are at least 1,200 
patients still at home who need hos- 
pital care and cannot be admitted 
due to a shortage of beds in govern- 
ment hospitals and a lack of funds to 
pay for care in private institutions. 

In the meantime, no progress has 
been made regarding the more than 
IS20 billion in the coffers of the 
National Health Institute that has 
been deducted in recent years from 
the salaries of all employees to pro- 
vide nursing care for the aged and 
the chronically illy' but which cannot 
be disbursed since the Knesset pas- 
sed a law to deduct it without prorid- 
ing proper instructions as to who 
would be the beneficiary. 

The funds have become a point of 
contention between the NU, the 
Health Ministry, Kupat Holira KJalit 
and the Labour and Social Affairs 
Ministry, each of which believes it is 
the legitimate recipient. 


No exodus of travellers to get 
the jump on increased taxes

TEL AVIV.- Israelis planning trips 
abroad in the immediate future do 
not seem to be in a burry to leave and 
beat the government's plan to dou- 
ble the travel tax and impose a 15 per 
cent ticket tax, travel agents re- 
' ported on Friday. 

The director of the Interna- 
tional Air Transport Association 
has labelled the proposed measures 
a ‘‘discriminatory tax," and com- 
plained about them to Transport 
Minister Haim Corfu. 

One travel agent told The Jeru- 
salem Post that Of the 50 to 60 
customers he has a month, only one 
has advanced his departure, and that 
person was a student with an inex- 
pensive ticket for a ship to Europe. 

. Other customers just asked ques- 
tions. 

The agents explained that the 


average Israeli does not travel at this 
time of the year. “Popular travel is 
almost dead.” one said. 

Those who do go abroad are 
businessmen, who declare the trip as 
a business expense, or the wealthy, 
who buy tickets to such destinations 
as the U.S.. ‘Latin America or the 
Far East. The increased taxation will 
not really affect them, an agent said. 

Even after the taxes take effect, 
people are likely to find ways of 
avoiding them, an agent said. He 
noted, for example, that persons 
travelling to Egypt pay for services 
after crossing the border to avoid the 
15 per cent tax on ground services 
abroad. A hotel chain operating 
here makes, reservations for its 
hotels abroad, but does not collect 
the payment. The travellers pay at 
their hotels abroad, which mail the 
commission to their Israeli repre- 
sentatives. 


Some soldiers see

“In democracy, it’s hard 
to get decisions made because every- 
one has to have his say and some- 
times there isn't rime for all that 
talking.” 

Shlomi was not so sure. “1 never 
neard of any country where a dicta- 


tor solved problems in the long term. 
If all the European countries went 
democratic, it must mean democracy 
is the best answer.” 

Shlomi also thought a hard line 
toward the Arabs would work only 
in the short run. Kach Knesset Mem- 
ber Meir Kahane, be said, is too 
radical, and it isleood chat the Knes- 
set -puts’ limits oh him-.' ■ 1 

Ami thought Kahane represented 
the hidden feelings of every Jew in 
Israel, but that maybe those feelings 
are better left hidden. 

Ari, Ami, Gaby and Shlomi all 
thought Israel is a very democratic 
country and that their views are 
represented in the Knesset. Ronit 
did not participate in this part of the 
discussion. 

“There was someone who spoke 
at the Knesset today who really said 
exactly what l think and what I know 
from experience," Gaby said.

Finder can keep it if no sign of loser -so says the law

A recent model Chevrolet valued 
at IS3.5 million was found aban- 
doned in Tiberias. About the same 
time. S2.471 in cash was found near 
the Holyland Hotel in Jerusalem. If 
no one claims these items by April 3, 
they will become the property of the 
persons who found them. 

* According to the Law for the 
Return of Lost Property (1973). fin- 
ders become keepers and losers be- 
come weepers if the lost property’ 
goes unclaimed. 

The discovery of lost property of 
any significant value must be re- 
ported to the police and the property 
turned over to their charge. Failure 
to report a find is punishable by up to 
six months' imprisonment or a fine. 

According to the law. even stolen 
goods may be considered “lost" and 
become the property of the finder. 
This follows a 1979 district court 
ruling, upheld on appeal by the Sup- 
reme Court, concerning a cache of 
31 electrical and electronic ap- 
pliances found in the fields of Kib- 
butz Mishmar David, near Latrun. 

The finder, a Mr. Rutger, had 
gone to the trouble of taking the 
articles to the police - “like a good 
citizen." the Tel Aviv District Court 
noted in its judgment. But the police 
had refused to recognize his right to 
ownership should the appliances go 
unclaimed. If the owner were not 
located, they had insisted, the goods 
should be created like any other 
unclaimed stolen property ’and be 
sold for the benefit of the stale 
treasury. 

Rutger sued the police, arguing 
that according to the 1973 law' 
“lost” property includes not only 
goods that are lost, but also those 
over which the owner has “lost con- 
trol.” Stolen property, he con- 
tinued. comes under the “lost con- 
trol” heading. The court agreed with 
him. 

BEFORE YOU start straining your 
eyes in search of lost booty, be 
advised that articles found on what 
the law refers to as “someone else's 
property” will not become yours, 
even if unclaimed. The proprietor 
must be notified of the find and at his 
demand the articles must be surren- 
dered to his care. Once surrendered, 
the proprietor - not you - must 
notify the police. For the purposes of 
the law. he becomes the “finder." 

So if you find money on the floor 
at the bank, vou will have to tell the 


bank. If (he bank asks you to hand it 
over, and the owner does not step 
forward, then the bank - not you - is 
the richer for it. 

You might think that since all 
property is owned, the actual finder 
would never be allowed to keep 
unclaimed .goods. Bur for the pur- 
poses of the 1973 law. the term 
"someone else’s property” is more 
narrowly defined. That a bank fits 
this was decided by the Supreme 
Court in 1978 in the case of Bank 
Kupat Am vs. Handels. 

In a room in the bank for safety- 
deposit boxes. Mr. Handels found 
an envelope containing two negoti- 
able bonds worth 1S10.000 each, He 
turned them over io the police, and 
demanded them back when no one 
had claimed them by the time the 
statutory period expired . 

The bank sued him, arguing that it 
should have been notified and given 
a chance to demand that the bonds 
be turned over to its care... and thus 
become the “finder.” 

The court concurred, commenting 
that the tesi for determining what 
constitutes “someone else's proper- 
ty” is whether or not there is on the 
site a proprietor to w hom the owner 
of the lost articles can "naturally and 
reasonably” be expected to turn in 
his search for them. Also, the prop- 
rietor must be someone who can be 
relied on to lake care of the articles 
in question. 

If you find money in the street, 
there is no proprietor to notify in 
accordance with this test, and you 
must take your find straight to the 
police. 

Things found and turned over, for 
example, to a bank, a store, or a bus 
company, can be held for a week or 
so before being submitted to the 
police. This gives the owner time to 
make inquiries at places where he 
thinks he may have lost them. 

THE LAW for the Return of Lost 
Property has not escaped the atten- 
tion of opportunists. Moshe 
Frieberg. who headed the Tel Aviv 
District Police "lost and found” sec- 
tion for 15 years until 19S1. tells the 
story of a Ramat Aviv man some 
years back "who wanted a car - but 
cheap.” 

The man noticed that a Volvo had 
remained parked on his street for a 
considerable period without any sign 
of an owner. Accompanied by a 
lawyer, he went to the police and 
submined a letter stating that he had 
“found" the car and staking his claim 



should the owner fail to appear. The 
owner was traced through rhe 
license-plate number and inquiries 
revealed that she was abroad. She 
was contacted, and was able to 
thwart the “finder's" ploy. 

If a find is worth less than 
IS35.00U. the owner has four months 
in which to claim it. Articles valued 
at more than that are virtually always 
publicized in Reshumoi . the govern- 
ment gazerte. along with the date 
and location of the find. The owner 
has six months from the date of 
publication to claim his property. 

The finder is notified by mail of 
the date of publication in Reshumoi. 
Regardless of whether or not the 
find is announced in the gazette, the 
finder is also notified if the owner 
turns up. In this event, rhe finder is 
given the owner's name and address 
so that he can satisfy himself as to the 
validity of the owner's claim. If he is 
not satisfied, the matter may go to 
court. 

After the six months allowed for 
the owner to claim his lost property 
have elapsed, the finder has two 
months in which to claim it. 

WHEN GOODS are reported lost, 
found or stolen, or are seized by the 
police, the relevant information is 
fed into a computer at the criminal 
identification division at national' 


police headquarters in Jerusalem. 
To find owners and return property, 
the computer matches the descrip- 
tions of goods that have been found 
or seized with those that hare been 
lost or stolen. If an item has identify- 
ing marks - documents in a wallet, 
for example - the owner is notified 
by mail or phone. 

Frieberg has a pile of thank-you 
letters to attest to the success of such 
efforts. One letter is from Tel A\iv 
Mayor Shlomo Lahat. in gratitude 
for the recovery of a bicycle belong- 
ing to one of his children. Another is 
from Science and Development 
Minister Gideon Pan. whose 
mother-in-law had- some lost jewelry- 
returned to her. 

The police also try* to locate the 
owners of lost livestock. Animals 
will be held fora week, usually at the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, and then auctioned. 

Persons finding stray animals, in- 
cluding pets, are advised to contact 
their municipality's veterinary de- 
partment or the local SPCA. 

If lost property remains unclaimed 
by both owner and finder, it is au- 
ctioned. The proceeds go to the 
police benevolent fund. The police 
also auction unclaimed stolen prop- 
erty. but here, the proceeds go to the 
state. 

At least three people must show- 


up for an auction to proceed. Pay- 
ment is in cash. The police do not 
accept responsibility for the eoods 
and therefore, they are sold below 
the retail price even if new. 

Though as a rule there is no war- 
ranty. Frieberg. w ho now supervise* 
the auctions, recalls the Mory uf a 
Scandinavian tourist who gin his 
money back for n horse. .He had 
bought it to ride around the country . 
and after a few days it died. The 
tourist, who had been told by the 
police that the horse was "young." 
claimed that the animal had expired 
from ojd age. The horse was ex- 
humed and an examination of iis 
teeth confirmed the tourist's conten- 
tion. 

If you have lost something, you 
can call the police lost-and-found 
department in your region to check 
whether it has been turned in. They 
will also tell you the date of the next 
auction and what items will be up for 
sale. (The numbers are: Jerusalem. 
244444: Tel Aviv. 82 1337 or 82X32 1 : 
Haifa. 664444.) 

There -are usually two auctions a 
month in Tel Aviv . at 4 Yona Hanavi 
Street near the Carmel Market, and 
one a month in Jerusalem, at the 
police station inside the Jaffa Gate. 
They are advertised in Ycdiot Ahar- 
onoi and Ma'ariV at least two weeks 
in advance. 


Dikko kidnap attempt goes to trial in London

LONDON. - Three Israelis and a 
Nigerian are expected to go on trial 
here this week on charges of JodMJK 
ping a Njgerian politician in ^London 
last July and of attempting to smug- 
gle him out of Stanstead Airport to 
Nigeria in a crate. 

The- victim of the plot was former 
Nigerian transport minister Umuro 
Dikko. Dikko is the subject of an 
extradition request by the Nigerian 
government, .which alleges that he 
was an embezzler. The British gov- 
ernment is hesitant to return him to 


Nigeria, fearing that he may not get a 
fair trial. The Nigerian government 
has all along denied it was behind the 
kidnap attempt. But the involve-' 
men! of Mohammed Usufu. known : 
to be a major in Nigerian intelli-. 
gence, has left many questions about 
the affair unanswered. 

Usufu claimed he was entitled to 
diplomatic immunity. But after a 
two-day High Court hearing last 
week, his application was turned 
down and he will now appear in the 
dock at the Old Bailey, alongside 
Dr. Arie Lev Sfaapira, Felix Abitbul, 
and Alexander Barak. Thp three 


Israelis were found in two crates with 
Dikko waiting for a flight to Nigeria. 

i Itds still unknown how the Israelis 
will plead. They have retained the 


[well-known .solicitor Sir David 
‘Napelv. but his office has yet to 
reveal" the names of the barristers 
who will appear for the defence. 
Now that co-defendant Usufu’s sta- 
tus has been resolved, attention will 
be focused on whether Dikko will be 
called to the witness stand to give 
evidence of the kidnapping and of 
how he was found bound and drug- 
ged in one of the crates with Shapira. 


Phony-doctor Romeo convicted of fraud 


HAIFA (Itim). - A man who passed 
himself off as a doctor to win the 
heart of a policewoman was con- 
victed by the Haifa District Court on 
Friday of several counts of fraud and 
of falsifying medical documents. 

The man. Han an Katz. 30. of Acre 
confessed to the charges. He was 
ordered held in custody until sen- 
tencing next month. 

Katz bad presented himself as a 
doctor employed at Rambam Hos- 
pital's orthopaedics department to a 


Haifa policewoman in response to 
the woman's advertisement in 3 
newspaper saying she wanted to 
meet a man. About two weeks later, 
he moved into her apartment. 

She let him use her car, and it 
emerged in court that he did not 
have a valid driver’s licence. 

Katz had provided the woman 
with a medical document stating that 
she was unfit to ride a two-wheeled 
vehicle. The woman submitted the 


document to the police doctor to get 
exempted from motor-scooter riding 
duty. 

Katz admitted to stealing a batch 
of medical forms from Rambam 
Hospital. He would use these to 
confirm that the woman was ill on 
days that she was absent from work. 

Katz also confessed to imperso- 
nating a member of the Egged bus 
cooperative to receive a membership 
card allowing him free bus rides. 


U.S. stung by New Zealand’s rebuff 


SYDNEY (AP). - For decades the 
little-known Anzus alliance was one 
of the firmest alliances in a world- of 
shifting loyalties. But then a dispute 
over nuclear warships suddenly di- 
vided the old friendship. 

The Australia-New Zealand-U-S. 
(Anzus) alliance appeared shaky last 
week when Washington rebuked 
New Zealand for banning visits by 
nuclear-capable U.S.- warships and 
Australia backed out of an agree- 
ment to help test the MX nuclear 
missile. 

The week ended with U.S. offi- 
cials saying they no longer consider 
New Zealand a “loyal and faithful” 
member of the alliance, while New 
Zealand Prime Minister David 
Lange blasted Washington for med- 
dling in a democratic nation's affairs. 

But the Anzus nations appear to 
have left the door open for recon- 
ciliation, and Washington's strategic 
interests have suffered little appa- 
rent damage. 

President Reagan said after talks 
in Washington with Australian 
Prime Minister Bob Hawke that the 
alliance was “very sound and very 
solid.” 

“We consider New Zealand a 
friend. It is our deepest hope that 
New Zealand will restore the tradi- 
tional cooperation that has existed 
between our two countries,' 1 Reagan 
said. 

The 34-year-old alliance was 
thrown into disarray when New Zea- 
land refused a second American re- 
quest to send the destroyer USS 
Buchanan on ' a visit after Anzus 
□aval exercises in March. 

L ange said the ship violated his 
government’s ban on nuclear- 
powered or nuclear-armed vessels 
because Washington would not give 
an assurance that it did nor carry 


nuclear weapons. The U.S. will not 
say whether any of its ships cany 
nuclear aims. 

Anzus was further troubled when 
Hawke . decided, en route to the 
U.S., to retreat from an agreement 
to grant U.S. aircraft Australian 
bases while monitoring long-range 
tests of MX nuclear missiles. 
Hawke’s advisers warned him he 
faced being defeated on the plan in 
the parliamentary caucus of bis party 
by anti-nuclear legislators. 

The Lange government banned 
visits by nuclear-capable ships after 
it was elected in July, saying they 
made thecountiy a nuclear target. 

The U.S. gave Lange's govern- 
ment six months to reconsider, hop- 
ing for a change of attitude. But the 
refusal for a visit by the Buchanan 
brought quick retaliation, and 
Washington withdrew from the Sea 
Eagle naval exercises. 

The U.S. State Department 
warned the New Zealand action 
threatened the survival of Anzus and 
defence and intelligence ties might 
be severed. 

New Zealand said it would not 
abandon its position and blasted 
warnings of trade retaliation from 
the U.S. Congress. 


Many New Zealanders support 
the government’s anti-nuclear posi- 
tion, which was a major issue during 
the campaign that put Lange in pow- 
er. Opinion polls say two thirds of 
the country supports the ban out of 
opposition to nuclear weapons. 

‘ U.S. officials said they had to take 
a bard position because other allied 
nations with strong anti-nucle3r 
movements might be tempted to 
seek similar restrictions if New Zea- 
land appeared to succeed. 

But U.S. interests have suffered 
little apparent damage from the dis- 
pute. While U.S. warships no longer 
have free access to New Zealand’s 
ports, the much more important de- 
fence ties with Australia remain in- 
tan, including the three secret U.S. 
communications and surveillance 
bases in Australia and the untrou- 
bled use of Australian ports by 
dozens of American warships. 

"As far as... Australia is con- 
cerned the Anzus treaty remains 
operative between... Australia and 
the United States and we will con- 
tinue our understanding of our rights 
and obligations under that treaty,” 
Hawke said.

Soviet dissident arrives in West 


VIENNA (AP). - Soviet peace 
activist Mark Reitman and four 
family members arrived here on Fri- 
day on a special flight from Moscow 
and Reitman said they hoped to 
settle bribe U.S. .. 

Reitman said he was accompanied 
by his Wife Tamara, 50, daughter 
Marsha. 20. son Leonid. 14. and 
Mariya Driyaeva. his 80-year-old 
mother-in-law. 

The 48-vear-old engineer was a 
prominent member of the Group for 
Establishing Trust between the 
Soviet Union and the U.S. Better 
known as the Trust Group, it reg- 
ularly calls on both superpowers to 
disarm. 


Since its foundation in June 1982. 
the group’s implicit criticism of 
Soviet arms policies have resulted in 
harassment by the KGB state police. 

Reitman said he was "under house 
arrest ‘many times” and was fre- 
quently warned to quit the group of 
face charges of slandering the Soviet 
Union, a crime usually punished by- 
prison. 

He was suspended from lecturing 
at Moscow’s Higher School of Civil 
Engineering shortly after he joined 
the group in 1982. 

Reitman. who suffers from Par- 
kinson's Disease and diabetes, said 
he was declared an invalid three 
years ago and received a state pen- 
sion. 
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Kim maided by Seoul security men 


SEOUL (Reuter). - South Korean 
security men punched and kicked 
opposition leader Kim Dae Jung on 
Friday and attacked three Amer- 
icans accompanying him home from 
exile in the U.S. 

A brawl flared at Seoul's Kimpo 
airport after the 59-year-old former 
presidential contender refused to get 
into an elevator. At least three 
Americans - a congressman, a for- 
mer government official and a for- 
mer ambassador - were dragged to 
the ground and punched and kicked 
when they tried to intervene. 

“It was a disgraceful exhibition of 
force and brutality." said Pennsylva- 
nia Democratic Congressman Tom 
Foglietta. one of a group of more 
than 20 Americans who flew to Seoul 
with Kim in an effort to ensure his 
safety. 

Outside the airport, up to 100.000 
people took to the streets, hoping for 


a glimpse of their political hero. 
Clashes broke out and police fired 
tear gas in the turmoil. But Kim, 
outspoken critic of President Chun 
Doo Hwan. was forced onto a gov- 
ernment bus with his wife and 
whisked away to their home, sur- 
rounded by a high metal fence. 

Kim later denied he had told the 
U.S. embassy here that he was not 
roughed up on his arrival home from 
exile or that his wife had said he was 
not beaten at the airport. 

Kim said in an interview with 
Reuters at his home in Seoul that he 
had been treated “brutally" by air- 
port security guards. 

Government spokesman Choi Tae 
Soon toid a press conference yester- 
day that the only punching was done 
by Kim himself, who hit the police 
security chief in the face with his fist 
and later punched one of his body- 
guards. 


U.S. Congressmen Edward 
Feighan of Ohio cold reporters he 
saw Kim being kicked and punched 
by security guards who separated 
him from the Americans travelling 
with him. 

The congressmen said they were 
also beaten up along with the former 
U.S. ambassador to El Salvador, 
Robert White, and former assistant 
secretary of slate for human rights 
Pat Erdian. 

But Choi said the police merely 
carried out their orders to separate 
Kim and his wife from Americans 
forming a human fence with their 
bodies. 

"The police did not beat anyone." 
he said. 

U.S. Ambassador Richard Wal- 
ker yesterday issued a strong state- 
ment that the Seoul government did 
not honour an agreement concern- 
ing Kim's return to Korea, 


Kremlin says U.S. seeks to poison 
Geneva arms-talks atmosphere 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - Charges by 
the U.S. that the Soviet Union has 
violated arms control agreements 
are part of a U.S. plan to “poison the 
atmosphere" and obstruct new arms 
talks, the Communist Party news- 
paper Pravda said yesterday. 

An editorial accused the U.S. of 
itself violating five accords, includ- 
ing the 1972 anti-ballistic missile 
(ABM) treaty and the 1975 Helsinki 
agreements on security and coopera- 
tion in Europe. 

“The U.S. Administration wants 
from the very outset to cast asper- 
sions on the forthcoming talks in 
Geneva and to sow doubt as to the 
possibility and usefulness of accords 
with the Soviet Union." Prai-t&isaid. 

The two countries are to start talks 
in Geneva on March 12 on in- 
termediate and long-range nuclear 
missiles and space weapons. The 
talks will be their first since Novem- 
ber, 1983. when Soviet delegates 
walked out of previous negotiations 
in protest against new' Nate missile 
deployments in Western Europe. 

The newspaper attacked the re- 
port issued by the Reagan adminis- 
tration on February 1 which said 
Moscow had violated the 1972 ABM 
treaty, the 1979 Strategic Arms 


Limitation Treaty (Salt-2) and the 
1963 Limited Nuclear Test-Ban 
Treaty. 

“Such moves are being made by 
Washington on the eve of the Gene- 
va talks obviously with an eye to 
hindering a businesslike and con- 
structive consideration of prob- 
lems." the daily said. 

In Washington, the Reagan report 
charging Soviet arms -control accord 
violations was sharply criticized by 
four former U.S. officials as based 
on inconclusive data. 

Except for Reagan's complaint 
about radar construction ar Kras- 
noyarsk in cenrial Siberia, t offi- 
cials questioned the U.S. findings 
and suggested that the Soviets could 
make a similar accusation against the 
U.S. 

The four officials were Spurgeon 
Keeny. deputy director of die U.S. 
Arms Control and Disarmament 
Agency from 1977 to 1981; John 
Rhinelander, a former legal adviser 
to U.S. negotiation; Raymond 
Garthoff. a former negotiator; and 
Michael Krepon. a former official at 
the U.S. Arms Control Agency. 

In Brussels, a new Nato study says 
a slowdown in the growth of Soviet 
defence spending, first detected by 


alliance experts a year ago. may 
signal a shift in the Kremlin's econo- 
mic priorities. 

The study estimates that Soviet 
military spending rose at a 2 per cent 
average annual rate, after inflation, 
from 1977 through 1983. that is, half 
the reported growth rate for the 
previous seven years. 


By comparison. U.S. defence 
spending rose an inflation-adjusted 4 
percent a year in the 1977-83 period, 
after falling more than 5 per cent 
annually in the prior seven years, 
according to Pentagon figures. 

A summary of the Nato study, 
shortened to keep some of the con- 
clusions secret, was made available 
to news organizations last week by 
West German officials at the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 


The summary added, however, 
that while there was no available 
evidence of a formal decision by the 
Kremlin to reduce the spending 
growth rate, “such decisions - ex- 
plict or implicit - may well ha ve been 
made." 

The study suggested that such de- 
cisions may mean the Kremlin wants 
to place more emphaiss at this stage 
on revitalizing the Soviet economy. 


Rocket-carrying satellite Shooting reported 


launched for Arab League outside Kampala 


KOUROU, French Guiana (AP). - 
The European Space Agency’s 
Ariane 3 rocket, carrying Arab and 
Brazilian satellites, blasted off Fri- 
day from, the space centre in this 
French territory. 

The launching was the 12th of an 
Ariane rocket and the fourth com- 
mercial mission. 

The rocket lifted off into space 
from this jungle territory on the 
northeast comer of South America. 

European Space Agency officials 
said the launch was flawless and the 
two satellites were deployed on sche- 
dule by Ariane's third stage. 

The successful mission marked 
another step in Europe’s effort to 


consolidate its position in competi- 
tion with the U.S. for satellite laun- 
ching. 

The French and -U.S.-built Arab 
satellite that went into orbit is to pro- 
vide telecommunications and televi- 
sion facilities to 22 countries in the 
Middle East and North Africa. 

The Arabsat satellite, one of two 
to be sent into space aboard the 
rocket, is the first of three to be built 
by Ford Aerospace and Aerospa- 
tiale of France, Ford said. 

The three Arabsat satellites were 
“part of an advanced telecom- 
munications system for the Arab 
Satellite Communications Organiza- 
tion. " _ 


KAMPALA (Reuter). - About 
2,000 Ugandans were picked up by 
the security forces for identity 
checks in Kampala early yesterday 
after a heavy exchange of gunfire in 
several suburbs, eyewitnesses said. 

They said police and special para- 
military forces ordered residents. of 
the Naguru. Nakwa and Banda sub- 
urbs to climb on trucks, which took 
them to the Naguru police training 
school for screening. 


The witnesses said most of those 
detained in the operation, which 
began two hours before dawn, were 
later released.

South Africa to open areas 
to merchants of all races

JOHANNESBURG (AP). - The 
government announced Friday it will 
open 44 select business districts to 
merchants of all races, overturning 
rules that have segregated black and 
white traders since "the first Euro- 
peans settled at the Cape of Good 
Hope in 1652. 

The proclamation by Minister of 
Constitutional Development and 
Planning Chris Heunis came after 
two weeks of moves by the National 
Party government to show it is gra- 
dually dismantling apartheid. 

The system's opponents, though, 
say the latest gestures are cosmetic, 
because South Africa's rulers still 
insist on fundamental segregation, 
such as in housing and education, 
and they deny the vote to the 22 
million blacks. 

Heunis said 44 unidentified busi- 
ness districts around the nation will 
be declared “open." meaning any 
person of any race, so long as he has 
the cash, can operate a business 
there. 

Until now. only w’hites have been 
permitted to operate businesses in 
areas designated “white." which 
means 87 per cent of the country. 


Heunis did not say when the pr<x> . 
lamaiion would go into effect. 

The announcement was welcomed 
by the chief of - the downtown Mer-> 
chants .Association in Johannesburg,*^ 
South Africa’s financial capital. 

“Organized business takes the 
view that dll business activities 
everywhere should be open to ali 
races.” said Nigel Mandj. the direc- 
tor of Johannesburg's central busi- 
ness district association. 


Two weeks ago the 'government 
announced it was suspending for 
study some of the planned forced 
removals of blacks off land desig- 
nated “white." 


President P.W. Botha al^fr 
announced he was considering 
allowing blacks to own, instead of 
rent. land in segregated black areas 
near white cities. He also offered to 
free the nation's nearly legendary 
black guerrilla leader. Nelson Man- 
dela if he renounced violence. 

There has been no response from 
Mandela, who at 66 has been impris- 
oned for sabotage since 1964. but his 
guerrillas predict he will turn down 
the offer. 


UK coal strike crumbling 
as more miners back to work 


Polish gov’t rejects charges 
it is attacking the church 


LONDON (AP). - Britain's nearly 
11-month-old coal strike crumbled 
at a record pace last week with 3.754 
more miners returning to work, the 
state-owned National*" Coal Board 
said Friday. 

It reported that some 83.000 min- 
ers or 44 per cent of the National 
Union of Mineworkers' 1S7.300 
members were now working despite 
the strike over planned colliery clo- 
sures. 

The week’s reported return was 
the biggest this year. It also was 
more than double the total in the 
previous week, when the Coal Board 
and the union were talking about 
baving a new round of peace talks. 
But the negotiations collapsed. 

The Mine Foremen's Union on 


Thursday hinted it might join the 
strike unless the Coal Board drop- 
ped its demand that the union agree 
in writing before any new negotia- 
tions that the board can .close 
money-losing mines - the central 
issue in the dispute. 


But there was no immediate sign 
the 17,000 foremen, without whom 
no mine can legally operate, would 
join in. 

The union maintains 140.000 min- 
ers are still on strike - but acknow- 
ledges there is a drift back. 


The board said nearly 31,500 min- 
ers bave returned to work since the 
last peace talks broke down at the 
end of October. Of these, half have 
gone back since the New Year. 


WARSAW (Reuter). - The Polish 
government yesterday rejected 
charges by churchmen and opposi- 
tion circles that it was launching a 
campaign against the country's 
powerful Roman Catholic church. 

“Anti-Socialist forces and their 
foreign promoters are spreading the 
view that the authorities of our coun- 
try have unleashed a new phase of 
tensions in state-church relations." 
The official news agency Pap said in 
a report on a weekly cabinet meet- 
ing. 

The statement followed a sermon 
by Polish Catholic Primate Jozef 
■Glemp accusing the state-controlled 
news media of making “stinging 


accusations agaist the church." 

Cardinal Glemp said the trial of 
four security officers convicted on 
Friday of murdering anti- 
Communist priest Jerzy Popieluszko 
had been marked by’ “accusations 
against the victim and comparisons 
between him and the criminals." 

Solidarity leader Lech Walesa 
yesterday strongly condemned cri- 
ticism of Popieluszko and the Ro- 
man Catholic church during the trial. 

“There is a need for forgiveness 
but there is also a need for consisten- 
cy in the struggle against evil." he 
said in a statement. “If this does not 
happen, the opportunity created by 
the trial will have been missed." 


Heavy security for Thatcher at meeting 


Dog food to prevent puppies 
awaits U.S. federal approval 


BOURNEMOUTH. England (Reu- 
ter) - Heavy security surrounded 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher yesterday for her first party 
conference since Irish terrorists tried 
to wipe out the government in a 
hotel bomb attack last October. 

Large numbers of policemen were 
on guard at the hall where 2,300 
representatives of the Young Con- 
servatives met for their annual con- 
ference. The building was sealed off 
> more than 12 hours txforelhe meet-- 
ing started. 


None of the ministers speaking at 
the two-day meeting was staying 
overnight but a nearby conference 
hotel was searched by policemen 
with sniffer dogs and rooms sealed 
with tape before guests were allowed 
in. 

Thatcher escaped death in a bomb 
attack at the Brighton Hotel, where 
she and ail but a handful of her 
23-member cabinet stayed during 
their party conference' in October. 
Irish Republican terrorists said they 
staged the attack. 


Khmer Rouge hit back at Vietnamese 


PHNUM THMEI. Kampuchea 
(AP). - Khemer Rouge guerrillas 
.have retaliated against Vietnam's 
attempt to wedge them against the 
Thai border, pushing deeper into 
Kampuchea and attacking the Viet- 
namese from the rear, Thai military 
and guerrilla officials said yesterday. 

Unlike guerrillas of the Khmer 
People’s National Liberation Front 
who have sought sanctuary along the 
Thai border, the Khmer Rouge has 
sliced forward past Vietnamese van- 
guards. staged surprise ambushes, 
and tried to stall the Vietnamese 
offensive until monsoon rains bog 
down their heavy weapons, a senior 
Thai military officer said. 

“The Vietnamese are trying to 
prevent us from going inside, but 
they have failed. We still remain and 
are moving forward." Khmer Rouge 
leader Khieu Samphan said at this 
Khmer Rouge enclave about 21 


kilometres southeast of the key Thai 
border town of Aranyaprathet. 

Vietnamese forces have targeted 
the Khmer Rouge in the mountains 
of western Battarabang, Pursat and 
Koh Kong provinces since winding 
up a punishing offensive against the 
KPNLE. The battlefields are oppo- 
site a 64-kilometre stretch of the 
border south of Aranyaprathet. 


NEW YORK (AP). - A birth- 
control dog food is ready for the 
U.S. market after 10 years of de- 
velopment. but the federal Food and 
Drug Administration must first 
grant approval before it appears on 
grocery shelves. 

A final proposal to the FDA wil be 
submitted later this' month, said 
Hugh Chamberlin, manager of new 
products- in the pet food division of 
the Carnation Co. But FD A approv- 
al could take years.. , . f f )t . . 

The dbg'food is already available ' 
from veterinarians by prescription, 
and Carnation is seeking approval 
for over-the-counter sales, he said. 

The dog" food is called “Extra 
Care” and contains the birth-control 
drug Mibolerone. which was de- 
veloped specifically for animals, 
Chamberlin said. 

"Unless you’ve had your dog 
spayed - and a lot of people do not 
want to spay their dogs - you're 


concerned about your dog's getting 
pregnant," Chamberlin said. -‘This 
product answers that concern." 

About 7 million unwanted dogs 
are destroyed each year, the U.S. 
Humane Society says’. 

The FDA will test the dog food for 
safety, effectiveness and labelling. 
“I think we’ve got the answer to all 
three,” Chamberlin said. 

Humans who eat the dog food 
wquld not beharmed unless they ate 
the equivalent ^rf.24 cans at once. 
Chamberlin said. The drug would be 
toxic to animals only if they ate 1,000 
times the recommmended amount, 
he said. 

In three separate tests, the do*, 
food was found to keep female dogs 
from going into heat. Chamberlin 
said. When the food was withdrawn, 
the dogs produced normal healthv 
puppies, he said. 

The food has no effect on male 
dogs, he said. 


Turkish troops kill 
three more ‘separatists’ 

ANKARA (Reuter). - Turkish 
troops bave killed three “separat- 
ists” in a clash near Sirva in southern 
Turkey, a military statement said, 
apparently referring to Kurdish re- 
bels. 

Two other persons were wounded 
in Thursday's clash, in which troops 
opened fire after the militants re- 
fused an order to surrender.

(AP). - Exiled Iranian opposition 
leader Massoud Rajavi said yester- 
day the regime of Ayatollah Ruhol- 
lah Khomeini is in a “crisis situa- 
tion" and the leftist Mujahadeen is 
increasingly affecting events in Iran.

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What a nightmare 


Frightening dreams following the birth of a new baby are a 
perfectly normal reaction, Barbara Amouyal learns. 



.. ROUH A Ribokoff, 26, gave birth to 
a perfectly healthy baby girl three 
months ago. Since theni the young 
mother has come to dread night-time, 

• -She wakes frequently, feeling an- 
' xious and depressed. “I can’t wait till 
it ends,'* she says. 

Rouha's problem isn’t the 3 a.m. 
feeding which,- in itself, is enough to 
^disrupt a proper night’s rest. Her 
-problem is more disturbing than 
- even the most colicky baby’s night- 
-time routine, taxing not only her 
physical stamina but her ability to 
• . face each day. Rouha, like many 

• 'first-time mothers shortly after 
birth, suffers from recurring night- 

'■.mares. 

: - According to Prof. Dan Hertz. 
.- director of Hadassah University 
^ Hospital’s clinical psychology de- 
: , partment and author of Psvchologic- 
al Development of Women in Health 
’ ■end Disease, the phenomenon of 
frightening dreams following birth is 
a perfectly healthy reaction to what 
• ; be calls “a normative life crisis." He 
explains ■ that the sudden change 
■ from “personhood" to "mother- 
. • hood 5 ’ triggers an escalation of emo- 
tions (such as fear) in a woman that 
may have always existed but had 
N thus far been dormant. 

■ ' *‘This drastic mental adjustment. 
Ui plus the high level of prolactin - a 
-■ stress hormone -in nursing mothers, 
L is very likely to induce frightening 
U manifest dreams in women who had 
, never previously suffered from 
nightmares." 

Hertz was surprised to find, 
however, that sufferers of post- 
partum nightmares had never ex- 
perienced such dreams beforehand, 
' and noted that the process usually 
' ■ originates in pregnancy. "Pregnancy 
' can also be qualified as a normative 
life crisis," he insists, “causing an 
-increase in dreams and conscious 

• fantasy.” 


He distinguishes different proces- 
ses of fantasy in pregnant women 
that correlate with the physical de-‘ 
velopment of the fetus. During the 
first trimester, he explains, the 
woman is deeply introspective, 
preoccupied with thoughts of her- 
self, how she looks and how she 
feels. This progresses in the second 
trimester - usually with the first 
"quickening” sensations - to fanta- 
sies directed towards the child, 
focusing on whether the baby is 
normal and what its sex is. During 
the third trimester, the pregnant 
woman is consumed with waking 
fantasies and an increase in manifest 
dreams focusing on the big event: 
the birth. 

Thai all women dream more dur- 
ing pregnancy is an established tenet 
in women’s psychology, says Hertz. 
He believes that this increase is a 
very good sign, indicating that the 
woman is preparing herself for a big 
change in her life. 

Exactly how many women suffer 
from post-partum nightmares is not 
known. Hertz estimates that 35 per 
cent of pregnant women experience 
frightening manifest dreams that 
cause them to wake up and are 
usually accompanied by feelings of 
suffocation and oppression. 

Although dream content varies 
according to ego strength, personal- 
ity traits and general attitude to- 
wards pregnancy and birth, says 
Hertz, a predominant factor in all 
nightmares is an overwhelming con- 
cern for the child’s welfare. 

In Rouha's nightmares, her 
daughter Liron is consumed by fire. 
The baby’s face, contorted by agony, 
appears vividly in each dream: only 
the scenario changes. "I can even 
hear her shrieks," says Rouha. 

Flori, 29, mother of six-month-old 
Dani, dreams of her son choking to 
death. Like Rouha, the picture is 


always crystal clear: the baby's face 
rums blue, his eyes bulge out and his 
agonized struggle for breath sudden- 
ly ceases. 


Natalie. 23, never remembers the 
circumstances in her dreams leading 
up to fair seven-month-old baby's 
death, yet the picture of her son's 


bloody, badly bruised body always 
makes her wake up screaming and 
crying for “them" to "stop." . 
Women who had been hesitant or 


even embarrassed to admit to night- 
mares for fear of seeming "abnor- 
mal." told their dreams to this repor- 
ter upon hearing that they were not 
alone. Dream content of 15 women. 
19-3S years old. from various back- 
grounds and educational levels, in- 
cluded; suffocation, drowning, un- 
recognizable facial features, lost or 
"switched” infants, and babies being 
eaten by rats. One mother dreamed 
she put her baby in the microwave 
oven, thinking her a turkey. 

Nava Dolev, a certified childbirth 
instructor and coordinator of post- 
partum activities at the Wizo Parent- 
hood Centre in Jerusalem, explains 
that nightmares are a well-known 
and quire common side effect of 
birth, though they often start in 
pregnancy. She recalls one woman 
seeking help in her third Trimester 
after dreaming she had given birth to 
a horse. 

Lack of sleep, post-partum de- 
pression and the high level ot hor- 
mones slowing the body's natural 
return to normalcy are contributing 
facrors. but nightmares are also 
manifestations of a woman's fear of 
sudden responsibility and grave un- 
certainty as to her worthiness as a 
parent, says Dolev. 

Disturbing dreams are not exclu- 
sively a women's problem, she 
notes. “More than a few fathers have 
come to the parenthood centre for 
help after a series of frightening 
nightmares." she says. This supports 
her theory that “the’ fear of responsi- 
bility" is a direct cause of night- 
mares. But only fathers who took an 
active role in the care of their babies 
suffered from nightmares. Concur- 
ring with Prof. Hertz. Dolev in- 
sisted. "This is a good sign." 

She advises these parents to face 
the fact that accidents can happen 
and to learn to be careful and to 
prevent as many "foreseeable" dis- 


asters as possible. She also encour- 
ages parents suffering from guilt 
over "not loving" their babies 
enough. "It's perfectly legitimate to 
become angry and frustrated and 
even to hate your child." she says. 

On the other hand. Dolev insists 
that only to a certain degree can one 
protect one's child. All the love and 
foresight cannot prevent certain dis- 
asters. Therefore, it's up to the pa- 
rents to recognize this weakness 
(“We are not omniscient." stresses 
Dolev) and not to place unwarranted 
blame on oneself. 

Although this trying period of 
nightmares will eventually pass, she 
says, "the constant fear for vour 
child's welfare will always torment 
you - even when your children are 
grown and have children of their 
own." 

Hertz believes thai nightmares 
will gradually become less frequent 
until a “pre-pregnancy sleeping pat- 
tern" is once again established. The 
woman may then be relatively free of 
anxiety expressed in the form of 
manifest dreams, says Hertz, “until 
the next normal crisis occurs." 

He mentions two ways of coping 
with nightmares and. in fact, any life 
crisis: denial and preparation. For 
the former, one need only close 
one's eves to a problem. The latter 
requires a head-on confrontation 
with the crisis, and actual prepara- 
tion for what lies ahead. 

Hertz advises the latter, insisting 
that denial doesn't work. If the 
woman has a generally stable pre- 
sonalitv and healthy attitude, her 
only way of coping! he says, is to 
prepare herself, to recognize that 
her manifest dreams reflect her anxi- 
ety and fear as a new mother and to 
“hang in there" till it passes. 

Meanwhile. Rouha. Flora. Nata- 
lie and countless others are waiting 
for a good night's sleep. 


A MEETING last month between the 
‘chief rabbis of Israel and a delega- 
' > non to discuss the status of women in 

• ^Halacha (Jewish religious law) 
* marked a turning point in the strug-

• ■ who are unable to obtain divorces). 

Halacha, which governs all mat- 
' ters of marriage and divorce in 
. \ Israel, requires the consent of both 
; ' husband and wife before a divorce 
~ can be granted. In the case of an 
obstinate spouse, divorce proceed- 
ings can turn into an ordeal lasting 
five years, 10 years or even a life- 
time. 

“Until now the Rabbinical Court 
' has not dealt with the aguita issue. 
This meeting must be viewed as one 
step forward,” said Professor Ze’ev 
Falk, one of three halachic experts 
who met with Chief Rabbis Avra- 
ham Shapira and Mordechai Eliahu. 

; The meeting was arranged by 
' • -Daniela Valency; founder of Prison- 
• • ers of the Rabbinical Courts, an 
' organization of women - and a few 

• men - who consider themselves vic- 
tims of the Jegal system. 


At the first open forum held by the 
Israel Women's Lobby last month in 
Jerusalem, the dominant concern 
expressed by women was the diffi- 
culty in obtaining a divorce. With the 
help of the lobby, the delegation of 
Prof. Falk and Dr. Ariel Rosen-Zvi, 
two academics, along with Dr. 
Michael Corinaldi, a lawyer, was 
formed to speak to the rabbis. 

The choice of three observant men 
well versed in Halacha was strategi- 
cally planned to maximize chances 
for a successful outcome. 

“We believe that we will gain the 
sympathies of the chief rabbis more 
easily if we show moderation rather 
than make extreme demands," said 
Prof. Alice Shalvi, head of the lob- 
by. “It is our obligation to work first 
within Halacha, starting with women 
who are religious. Civil marriage and 
divorce should be a last resort,” she 
said: ■ — *• - : — 

Following the historic meeting, 
the delegation reported that it is still 
far from gaining the sympathies of 
the chief rabbis. 


Meeting 'with rabbis 
‘a step forward’ 


"There is a gap of many years 
between our position and theirs." 
said Dr. Rosen-Zvi. 

“They continue to deny that there 
are numerous cases of severe injus- 
tice taking place," said Dr. Corinal- 
di. 

Cases such as Rahel, a 28-year-old 
woman who has been married for 
seven years and is still a virgin. The 
husband is impotent and Rahel 
would like to marry again and have 
children. Although the couple has 
been separated for four years, the 
husband refuses to grant a divorce or 
go for psychological counselling. 
Rabbinical judges advised this 
woman to return to her husband for 
at least a year. 


Nomi Morris 


Malka is a battered wife with two 
small children. Her husband refuses 
to agree to a divorce or even to move 
out of the house. Malka does nor 
have enough money to move out. 
and has been sent back to her violent 
husband twice by rabbinical judges. 

Dafria’s husband will only give her 
a divorce if she gives up her children 
and her share of the apartment and 
agrees to no visiting rights nor ali- 
mony. Sara's husband will only di- 
vorce if she and her four children 
settle for IS4G.000 a month even 


though her husband makes 
IS350.0Q0. 

Falk said that one of the most 
upsetting things that emerged from 
the session with the rabbis is that 
blackmail such as that just described 
is viewed as legitimate . 

“For lhem.*divorce problems are 
only a matter of money. One must 
bargain for it. And, uniike the U.S. 
where standards are set for legal 
fees, here there is no limit to how 
much a divorce lawyer can charge 
and no time limit for the process.” 
said Falk. 

The rabbis claim that their hands 
are tied by Halacha and there is 
nothing they can do to alleviate the 
suffering. 


Falk and many other experts 
assert that there is a great deal which 
can be done within Halacha and that 
the real problem is the attitude of the 
rabbinical judges. There exists, for 
example, a clause which states that a 
husband "may be pressed until he 
says yes." This was used by rabbis 
centuries ago in Spain and North 
Africa in order to jail or ostracize a 
stubborn husband. Here, such mea- 
sures are rarely implemented. 

Another solution which has been 
adopted by Orthodox communities 
in the U.S. is for bride and groom to 
sign a prenuptial agreement where- 
by they consent to abide by the 
judgment of a rabbi, should a di- 
vorce dispute arise. This would give 
rabbis authority that they presently 
claim they lack. 

Falk, Rosen-Zvi and Corinaldi 
presented the chief . rabbis with a 
variety of proposals for reforming 
divorce procedures in the rabbinical 
courts. They recommended that af- 
ter a set period of time, between a 
year and two years, couples who 


have not either reconciled their 
domestic problems or agreed to a 
divorce setlement could take their 
case to a higher rabbinic committee. 

It was also suggested that a com- 
mission with representatives from all 
sides be set up to study the agima 
issue. Changes in the system by 
which rabbinical judges are 
appointed was also advised? 

"This is the root of the problem, 
since those who fill the posts 
determine how divorce is treated." 
said Corinaldi. 

Large scale reform and issues of 
principle were hardly considered by 
Rabbis Shapira and" Eliahu in last 
w-eek’s meeting. They did, however, 
agree to listen to exceptional indi- 
vidual cases, which will be brought 
to their attention by the women's 
lobby. 

Most significant, however, is the 
fact that the rabbis agreed to future 
dialogue on the subject. 

"At least by talking, in a process 
of meetings we can hope to influence 
the rabbis." said Falk.

-in Nairobi, the two women are 
urging the government to take its 
'place among the 63 other nations 
who voiced support for the declara- 
tion in 1980 and who later officially 
approved it. 


Approval of the declaration, the 
women feel, would contribute to the 
image of Israel as a democratic and 
enlightened country.- and would be 
meaningful to the nation's female 
population.

LAST YEAR the Tel Aviv. Rape 
Crisis Centre received 35 per cent 
more calls from women complaining 
of sexual assault than during 1983. 
The total number of calls bandied by 
the centre last year totalled 337 - up 

17.4 per cent from 287 in 1983. 

These statistics . were announced 
recently at the bi-annual general 
assembly of the Association for Vic- 
tims of Sexual Assault, which has 
run the rape crisis centre since 1982. 

The centre handles phone calls 
from women seeking assistance due 
to sexual assault, violence in the 
family, divorce and so on. Centre 
coordinator Rina Ben-Zvi noted 
that in I9S4, 46 per cent of all calls 
were complaints of sexual assault - a 


higher proportion than in previous 
years. 

“We never turn a woman away," 
Ben-Zvi explained "We try either to 
handle her problem ourselves or to 
find some group that can.” In the 
case of a woman calling to report a 
sexual assault, many meetings with 
rape crisis centre staff are required, 
she added. 

The Association for Victims of 
Sexual Assault, a feminist-oriented 
body and a registered charity, has in 
the past received donations from the 
Ministries of Labour and Health, as 
well as from businesses, banks, phi- 
lanthropic groups, and so on. 
However, the association is not offi- 
cially provided for in the regular 
budget of any organization, and this 
fact has hampered its scope of activ- 
ity. 

For example, the plan to create a 
public service television announce- 
ment has not progressed due to lack 
of foods, said Joanne Yaron, re-

centiy re-elected chairwoman of the 
Tel Aviv Rape Crisis Centre. 

It is hoped that such an announce- 
ment will contribute significantly to 
public awareness of violence against 
women, but the cost of producing - 
and of broadcasting - it is prohibitive 
without continuing financial sup- 
port. All four of the nation's rape 
crisis centres - in Jerusalem, Tel 
Aviv. Haifa and Ra'anana - are 
taking part in this project.

Meitav: $2.5-$3 billion in U.S. aid needed for three years. 

This year crucial for economy

TEL AVIV, - Even if the govern- 
ment carries out a far-reaching and 
"agonizing" economic reform, it will 
still need between S2.5 billion and 
$3b. from the U.S. in emergency 
financial aid each year for the next 
three years. "And this is in addition 
to the billions the U.S. is already 
granting Israel at present." 

This is one of the gloomy conclu- 
sions - each conclusion is just as 
gloomy as the previous one - 
reached by Meitav. a financial con- 
sultancy firm, headed by Zvi Stepak 
and Shlomo Simonovsky. 

The firm also notes tha r '‘the cur- 
rent year will be one of the most 
difficult ever faced by the Israeli 
economy. And the only consolation 
we can see is that it will be one of the 
most interesting years in the capital 
markets in a long time.” 

Meitav points out that the adverse 
commercial balance of payments (in- 
cluding services) will be about S5b. 
in 1985. 

In addition. Israel must pay back 
about SI. 7b. in debts. This makes a 
total of$G.7b. It can expect to mobil- 
ize abroad about $4. 5b. leaving a 
shortfall of at least $2.2 billion. This 
sum. and more, must be raised from 
the U.S. government, for at present, 
there are apparently no other 
sources. 

But Meitav notes that the U.S. 
government is not burning with 
eagerness to give Israel the money. 
It has its own problems of balancing 
its budget, and more and more 
Americans view with disfavour 
American help to foreign countries. 


“The present quiet in Israel 
should not mislead us as to the 
severity of the situation. This feeling 
of tranquillity is misleading: it stems 
from the package deals- which so far 
have not been exploited properly in 
order to get the coutnrv on the load 
to recovery.'* 

The government continues to 
print money - the equivalent of 
about $200 million every month - 
and one day it will have to stop. 
"When this happens, the country 
will be nacked by an earthquake 
which will make the crash of the 
commercial bank shares seem like an 
insignificant affair." Meitav waxes 
poetic and says the government will 
be "like a drug addict - trying to cure 
itself by going "cold turkey" - that 
is. going off drugs all at once, and not 
slowly by tapering off." Drug addicts 
who go "cold turkey" generally go 
into convulsions and hallucinations. 

What should the government do 
immediately to avoid the impending 
crisis? “Cut from S2b. to S3b. out of 
its 19S5 budget (which is in the 
amount of $23 billion). 

It should fire 30.000 civil servants. 
Meitav uses the term civil servants in 
its widest sense, not only govern- 
ment employees, but also employees 
of the municipalities, local author- 
ities. the Jewish Agency and other 
public bodies. 

The government should also pass 
legislation making the printing of 
money illegal. Moreover, any gov- 
ernment or other department which 
oversteps its budget should be 
hauied into court. 

Income tax should be cut to in- 
crease productivity; and there 
should be a corresponding hike in 


the Value Added Tax. Subsidies for 
basic food items should be cut. 

Strict punishments should be dealt 
out to people dealing in black capit- 
al. 

As for the capital markets. Meitav 
points out that at present “95 per 
cent of the capital markets in Israel 
are nationalized." Included in this 
figure of 95 per cent are index-linked 
bonds, the "arrangement" shares, 
savings schemes, advanced training 
schemes and. provident funds. 

As for changes within the capital 
markets. Meitav believes that the 
index-linked bonds will fall in price, 
for at present they have a zero yield, 
while other government-guaranteed 
securities, such as rhe "arrange- 
ment" shares, are paving 16.5 per 
cent, and the Gilboa dollar-linked 
bonds have a yield of about S per 
cent. Therefore, there must be a 
"balancing-out of the yields." 

As for the "free" shares, they will 
probably rise in the current year. 
This, however, will depend on sever- 
al factors: the government has to 
embark on national economic recov- 
ery policy, and the U.S. must come 
through with billions iu additional 
aid. 

If these two things happen, money 
will flow into the 'iree" shares, for 
many companies are now selling at 
one-sixth to one-third of their real 
value. Moreover, the fear that the 
government will be unable to honour 
its obligation to redeem the index- 
linked bonds, or the “arrangement" 
shares, may induce long-term inves- 
tors to buy the "free" shares, espe- 
cially those of companies with a solid 
financial basis.

Oil Refineries’ new $95m. 
plant stalled for lack of funds

HAIFA. - Oil refineries general 
manager Zvi Zamir charged lasr 
week that government financing res- 
trictions are delaying the completion 
of a new $95 million crude oil crack- 
ing plant at the complex. 

He told reporters that the govern- 
ment had promised to finance 40 per 
cent of the project in the form of 
guaranteed Joans. 

So far, S55m. had been spent, but 
the government was refusing to 
allow any more funds to be released, 
at least until the end of the current 
fiscal vear.

Dollar shatters new records

HAIFA. - "A little salt goes a long 
way." judging by an export shipment 
loaded onto the Zim freighter MS 
Kedma in the port last week. 

The salt. 2.5U0 tons of it, was 
produced by the Dor chemical com- 
pany at its Eilat salt works and is 
going to West Africa. 

A company spokesman told The 
Jerusalem Post that shipping salt to 
West Africa through the Mediterra- 
nean is cheaper than via Eilat, de- 
spite the extra overland transport. 

Dor contracted with Zim to ship 
the salt through Ashdod. but for 
operational reasons Zim diverted 
the loading to Haifa and agreed to 
compensate Dor for the extra 
mileage - from Ashdod to Haifa. 

He noted that the company reg- 


ularly exports surplus salt from its 
Eilat plant to various African and 
Far Eastern countries, particularly 
types of salt not in demand in Israel. 

He would not say what price the 
salt fetches abroad, but noted “we 
are a private company and work on a 
profit basis." so that’ even via Haifa 
the export is worthwhile. 

Dor. which also owns the Atilt salt 
works, is the country's sole producer 
of edible salt. 

Last year it waged a successful 
campaign against plans by a number 
of chicken slaughter houses to im- 
port salt from Rumania, threatening 
to impart frozen chickens from the 
U.S. if the chicken producers bought 
salt abroad. 

The government stepped in and 
prevented both imports. 


LONDON (AP). - The dollar shat- 
tered records against the French and 
Italian currencies Thursday, defying 
central bank attempts to halt its 
advance. Gold prices were lower. 

The West German Bundes bank 
sold $16.2 million at the daily Frank- 
furt fixing, continuing a policy of 
unloading surplus U.S. currency, 
dealers reported. But there were no 
open-market sales. 

European central banks in recent 
weeks have conducted concerted 
dollar sales in a bid to stem the U.S. 
currency's advance. 

But dealers said continued bullish- 
ness about the American economy, 
plus investors' convictions that the 
U.S. budget deficit - and hence 
interest rates - will remain high, 
propelled the dollar to new heights. 

In addition to the record finish of 
9.8545. and 1,988.75 Italian lire,, 
compared with 1.983.45 a day ear- 
lier, the dollar reached 13-year highs 


against the West German mark and 
Dutch guilder, as well as a 7-year 
high against the Swiss franc. 

In Tokyo, where trading ends as 
Europe's business day begins, the 
dollar closed at 260.15 Japanese yen, 
up from Wednesday's 259.75. Later, 
in London, the dollar reached 260.55 
yen. 

In London, the dollar lost a half- 
cent against the British pound. It 
cost $1.1167 to buy one pound sterl- 
ing, compared with Wednesday's 
SI. 1120. 

Gold prices drifted lower in dull 
trading. In London, the closing price 
was $301.50 bid per troy ounce, 
compared with $303.25 on Wednes- 
day.

This meant the unit to replace two 
older ones which have been in use 
for more than 40 years - would not 
become operational until October, 
instead of this spring as had been 
planned. 

Zamir warned that continued use 
of the older units during this period 
could result in breakdowns and dis- 
ruption of supplies . I 

The replacement unit, which is to 
be fitted with a computerized control 
system at a later stage, would bum 
less fuel because of its more efficient 
furnaces. This in turn would reduce 
the level of sulphur dioxide emis- 
sions by as much as 22 per cent. 

He said that as part of the refiner- 
ies' development programme the 
number of chimneys on the complex 
will be cut from 34 to five, thereby 
reducing the concentration of emis- 
sions. 

The new stacks will be higher than 
the existing chimneys, allowing 
fumes to be dispersed more efficient- 
ly. • 

Meanwhile the refineries would 
comply with the order to bum low 
sulphur fuel on days when meteoro- 
logical conditions would prevent the 
dispersal of the emissions. 

This would further reduce the 
level of air pollution, although 
Zamir stressed it would be impossi- 
ble to solve the problem completely. 

Referring to the argument over 
the cost of supplying ethylene to the 
nearby petrochemical industries, 
Zamir said the refineries would have 
to raise prices or suffer large losses. 

He realized that the petrochemic- 
al industry ift general is.in the grip of 
a crisis because of contracting mar- 
kets. liy suggested the establish- , 
ment of a coordinating body, com- 
prised of the petrochemical firms, 
the refineries and other interested 
parties, jo examine the situation and 
fix prices. Only in this way could 
Israeli firms compete on world mar- 
kets. he said.

REPORT SUSPICIOUS 
OBJECTS

TEL AVIV. - Trading on the stock 
market opened last week on an opti- 
mistic note, went into a two-day 
boom (the General Share Index rose 
by some 10 per cent in two days), and 
then quieted down. At the end of the 
week, the market turned mixed, 
with a slight downward trend. 

If the week is considered as a 
whole, it was quite favourable. The 
General Share Index rose by 7.86 
per cent, with a good deal of this hike 
dne.to the "free" shares, which rose 
by 14.20 per cent. Even the 
“arrangement" shares rose by 4.77 
percent. 

As always, these hikes must be 
considered in relation to the fact that 
the shekel was devalued by slightly 
more than 2 per cent lasr week and 
this devaluation, of course, should 
be subtracted from the gains. 

It was rumours of a massive devalua- 
tion (as part of the package deal), 
which caused the stock market 
boom last week. There was a sudden 
rush to buy anything linked to the 
dollar, such as the "arrangement" 
shares of the commercial banks, 
(now paying an annual tax-free yield 
of about 16.5 per cent), as well as 
bonds linked to the dollar, such as 
Rimon and Gilboa. (The basis for 
paying interest in the latter was 
switched from param plus a percen- 
tage to the European rate, plus a 
small percentage last week.) 

Other investors ran to the banks to 
buy patam (shekels linked to the 
dollar), and some $50 million, 
perhaps as much as S70m.. were 
bought. But at the end of the week, 
when rumours of the devaluation 
faded, there was a distinct move to 
get out of patam. There was even a 
sudden rush at the beginning of the 


week to buy index-linked bonds, bur, 
this also died down. 

The Meitav financial ainsutancy 
firm notes that index-linked bonds 
are being traded much too high.. 
Meitav points out That the “arrange- 
ment" shares. Gilboa and the index- . 
linked bonds, are all backed by the . 
same source, the government.

Two other factors had a bearing . 
on the upward trend last week. Tho 
first was the appearance (or at least 
the first public knowledge of his ■ 
activities) of a mysterious South. 
American investor, who was buying- 
up solid shares for a long-range in/ i 
vestment. 

The other factor was the "Batas 
crash." which had evidently come 
and gone. 

The highest gains last week were, 
made by the most speculative shares.' 
those connected with oil exploration . 
and drilling, these shares rose by 
24.60 per cent. They were followed 
by export-oriented shares, such as 
electricity and electronics, up bv 
29.79 per cent, followed by insur-' 
ance companies, up by 16.47 per 
cent. 

The lowest hike went to the 
"arrangement" shares, up by only 
4. 77 per cent - which is still consider^ 
ably ahead of the devaluation of the' 
shekel. 

If it is any consolation to anyone, 
those who got into the market at the 
beginning of January, have seen oil 
research shares go up by almost 5l t 
per cent, chemicals and rubber, by 
44 per cent, and electricity and elec-' 
ironies by almost 41 per cent.

Wide interest by investors 


NEW YORK (AP). - The stock 
market’s rally, in Wall Street parl- 
ance, is now a case of the troops 
marching ahead whether the gener- 
als are leading them or not. * 

To many market trackers, that is a 
bullish sign indeed.

his six allotted jumps. 

The victory string, compiled both 
indoors and. outdoors, leaves Lewis 
just one triumph shy of the all-time 
number of consecutive wins in the 
event - 41 by fellow American 
George Brown in 1950-52. 

Lewis achieved his feat on the day 
Soviet irack-and-field athletes made 
their first appearance in Los Angeles 
since before their boycott of the 1984

kaya was the most successful, 
finishing third in the women's 1.000 
yards in two minutes 27.06 seconds.

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Adding insult to injury 



THE AUSTRIANS have not exactly excelled themselves 
during the past 40 years in showing particular sensitivity or 
repentance over their Nazi past. Until recently, the period 
between 1938-1945 - from Hitler's Anschluss until the end of 
World War Two - has taken up only some two dozen pages in 
Austria’s school textbooks for the upper high school grades. 

At the time of the signing of the reparations agreement be- 
tween Israel and the Federal Republic of Germany in 1952, the 
Austrian government adopted the convenient notion that 
Austria had been "occupied” by Nazi Germany's troops in 
March 193S and had, therefore, itself been a victim of Hitler's 
expansionist designs. Blotted out from its history was the fact 
that a mass movement of Austrian Nazis had forced the 
creation of the greater Reich and that over a quarter million 
Austrians had given Hitler a tumultuous hero’s welcome in 
Linz and in Vienna. 

Austrians were among the most notorious Gestapo and SS 
commanders and the names of leading Austrian Nazi war 
criminals, such as Eichmann. Kaltenbrunner andSevss-Inquart 
- the latter having been the Austrian Nazi leader who 
instrumented the Anschluss - should suffice to prove that 
infamous record. 

As a result. Austrian Jews who were victims of Nazi 
persecution have to this day remained the only Jewish com- 
munity that was under Hitler's heinous rule which has 
failed to receive any proper restitution. 

In such a situation, Thursday's announcement by the 
Austrian government that it was paying former SS major 
Walter Reder. the recently released Nazi war criminal, a 
retroactive monthly pension of some $370 must be received 
with particular consternation and anger. The furore over 
Reder's official welcome by Austrian Defence Minister 
Friedhelm Frischensch lager on his return to Austria from his 
Italian prison had hardly subsided when the announcement of 
his pension payment was made. Although it merely stated an 
existing fact, it was adding insult to injury in its fullest meaning. 

While the official welcome for Reder by a cabinet member of 
the right-wing Austrian Freedom Party nearly brought down 
the government of Socialist Chancellor Fred Sinowatz. the 
announcement of pension payments to a Nazi war criminal 
apparently still does not ruffle many feathers in Austria. The 
fact that the decision to pay the former SS major a regular 
pension, while he was still serving his prison term in Italy, was 
made by the government of former chancellor Bruno Kriesky 
makes this ruling no less questionable. 

True, in recent years a group of young Austrian scholars has 
undertaken the task of making thousands of Austrian pupils 
aware of the Nazi chapter in Austria's history. They have 
prepared special teaching aids for hundreds of teachers to help 
illustrate the persecution of Jews by Austrian Nazis during the 
dark years of Hitler's rule. As a result, several thousand 
Austrian high school pupils and young soldiers now visit the 
Mauthausen concentration camp every year. A recent exhibi- 
tion and film festival depicting the vanished Jewish world of 
central Europe attracted some 50.000 visitors. 

These are welcome signs of a new, though much belated, 
trend in Austria’s education which was made possible only by 
the third post-war generation. But the symbolic significance of 
the Reder affair, which once more tends to legitimize the rights 
of Nazi war veterans, even if they were war criminals, may pose 
a serious setback to this new trend. 

In a country such as Austria, where deeply rooted anti- 
Semitism had been prevalent many years prior to the Hitler era, 
its responsible political leaders must take particular care to cast 
out known Nazis from their midst. This is the minimum of 
justice which has to be seen to be done.

Communications Minister 
Am non Rubinstein intends to sug- 
gest tomorrow that the cabinet 
orders the Government Companies 
Authority not to accept political 
appointments, and to make appoint- 
ments based on professional ability 
only. He is referring to some prop- 
osed appointments of Industry and 
Trade Minister Ariel Sharon in 
several of the companies in Israel 
Chemical Industries. 

Speaking in Haifa on Friday. 
Sharon said that he was opposed to 
political appointments on principle, 
but. as the Labour Party had made 
political appointments in the past, it 
was time other parties pot a chance. 

The Engineers Union declared a 
labour dispute in the Public Works 
Department at the end of last week, 
in what union officials said was a bid 
to prevent the "political appoint- 
ment" of a new department director- 
general. 


The officials said that all Public 
Works Department engineers would 
strike in two weeks if the appoint- 
ment went through. 


The engineers maintain that Civil 
Service Commissioner Avraham 
Natan was instrumental in disqual- 
ifying all the engineers who partici- 
pated in an internal tender for the 
post. Natan then issued a second 
tender, which did not require that 
the applicant be an engineer, they 
said. 


Union secretary Yitzhak Raz said 
during the weekend that he had 
information that Natan intended 
appointing "a certain man. for poli- 
tical reasons." The man was neither 
an engineer nor an architect. Raz 
said. Raz refused to name the man or 
specify his political affiliation. 


Union officials stressed that they 
objected not because of the man's 
party affiliation, but out of concern 
for the professional administiation 
of the department.

SHIMON PERES' revelation that 
he asked the Soviets to renew di- 
plomatic ties with Israel last year and 
the Soviet reply, which reached him 
last week, point to some very im- 
portant conclusions. It has now be- 
come quite dear that the Soviet 
leadership includes a kind of ‘‘rejcc- 
tionist from" which tries to torpedo 
any Soviet attempt to improve rela- 
tions with Israel. 

The front is led by Boris Pono- 
marev. who has just been noisily 
awarded the Soviets’ highest decora- 
tion on the occasion ^of his SOth 
birthday. In the Politburo, its chief 
support comes from Grigory Roma- 
nov. a powerful party secretary, but 
it is also backed by other Soviet 
leaders, who sometimes represent a 
majority. 

When American-Jewish oil mag- 
nate Armand Hammer delivered 
Peres* conciliatory message to the 
Soviets last year - a message which 
was probably acceptable to some 
Soviet leaders, including Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko - the 
front replied with brutal clarity by 
arranging the notorious '‘Anti- 
Zionist Committee of the Soviet 
Public” press conference in Octo- 
ber. at which Zionism was equated 
with Nazism. 

Ponomarev had managed to get 
the press conference held in the 
Soviet Foreign Ministry building - 
both to humiliate Gromyko, and to 
show that the real power behind 
Soviet foreign policy was Pono- 
marev’s International Department 
of the Central Party Committee. 


Soviet rejectionists

Such a humiliation was only possible 
in one siruation: Ponomarev's 
obtaining a Politburo majority 
against Gromyko. 

When Gromyko again tried to 
offer Israel his conditions for a 
Soviet- Israeli detente. Ponomarev 
reacted by arranging a Tass inter- 
view with one of the chief engineers 
of the Soviet anti-Israel industry. 
Lev Korneyev, in which Zionism 
was again equated with Nazism. 

None of this is in any way con- 
nected with the illness of Soviet 
leader Konstantin Chernenko, as 
some are inclined to believe. Cher- 
nenko has never exercised any effec- 
tive power in the Kremlin. Soviet 
political life has long been split be- 
tween several competing factions 
and ignoring this basic fact leads to 
an obfuscation of the entire Soviet 
system of international affairs. 


AT LEAST since 198 1 hot debate 
over central issues ot Soviet foreign 
policy has been discernible in state- 
ments by senior officials of Pono- 
marev's department. Ponomarev 
and his first deputy. Vladim Zagala- 
din, have engaged in violent pole- 
mics with opponents of the depart- 


ment's main principles: unlimited 
Soviet expansion: the rejection of 
any East- West political agreements: 
the support of international terror- 
ism and the categorical rejection of 
diplomatic ties with Israel. 

Comparing their speeches with 
the versions disseminated by Tass. 
one finds chat their most bitter 
attacks against these internal oppo- 
nents have been omitted. 

There is almost no doubt that 
Ponomarev demanded Soviet milit- 
ary intervention against Israel dur- 
ing the Lebanon War and accused 
his opponents-one of whom was the 
late Y uri Andropov - of supporting a 
process of appeasement in the Mid- 
dle East. 

Andropov's short-lived victory in 
1982 had weakened Ponomarevs 
position, so much so that there were 
rumours he might retire. But then he 
received decisive support from the 
Chernenko faction, and was able to 
block Andropov and his allies and 
state-manage the new deterioration 
of the Soviet attitude to Israel. 

The giant world network of the 
International Department - inde- 
pendent of the KGB - had long been 
engaged in a large-scale disinforma- 


tion campaign which painted Andro- 
pov as the^mosi aggressive Soviet 
leader, whom the West had to fear. 

The aim of this deception was to 
obscure the real situation in the 
Soviet leadership, and to torpedo 
any attempt either Andropov or 
Gromyko might make to come to 
terms with the West. 

There are systematic and persis- 
tent efforts deliberately to ignore the 
violent political struggle taking place 
between various Sovier coalitions - 
when it is. in fact, these very strug- 
gles which make the USSR a country' 
lackine the political stability to enter 
into any kind of successful negotia- 
tion. The rejectionist from simply 
torpedoes any political move 
embarked on by its more pragmatic 
opponents, who realize that the 
USSR is creating a highly dangerous 
situation for itself. 


THOSE WHO CLAIM that the new 
wave of Soviet anti-Zionism is link- 
ed to Chernenko's illness should be 
asked: Why was there a similar cam- 
paign in 1971, when Leonid Brezh- 
nev. who seemed very firm in his 
.seat, violently attacked "interna- 
tional Zionism" or. in Soviet terms. 


ibe world Zionist conspiracy? Why 
did all those notorious books by- 
Ivanov. Evseev. Begun and Bolsha- 
kov appear between 1969 and 1974, 
when Brezhnev was quite healthy 1 

Ponomarev's intransigence is 
easilv explained. Within his own 
frame of reference, he is reasonable 
enough, Ponomarev was an active 
participant and a leading brain be- 
hind Stalin's attempt to carry his 
own "final solution" to the Jewish 
problem in 1949-1953. being perso- 
nally responsible for the purge of the 
Jewish an ri -fascist committee in 
194S-1949. 

Gromvko’s name has become 
linked with support of Israel and so 
Komevevs claim that Adolf Hitter is 
••the founder of Israel'' is a virtually 
direct attack against the foreign 
minister for his personal contribu- 
tion to Israeli independence. 

Each side in the Soviet internal 
struggle is using Israel as a symbol i 
connected with its political past. Vic- 
tory by one side means the defeat of 
another, and its obliteration from 
Soviet history. 

Gromyko and Ponomarev are 
now engaged in a very strange and 
violent personal battle - the battle 
for their posthumous existence. 

Soviet Jews have nothing to do 
with it. They are not the central 
problem of Israel-Soviet relations. 
The central problem is Israel itself.

THE PRIME MINISTER must be a 
happy man these days. His popular- 
ity rating is the highest ever. His 
P.R. aides manage to project a sensi- 
ble rational person who patiently 
navigates a ship beset by engine 
trouble and a complement of sailors 
(or ministers if you will) feuding 
ceaselessly over practically every 
subject instead of minding the ship. 

Indeed, he was able to start extri- 
cating us from the Lebanese quag- 
mire with a reasonable amount of 
public support and even a consider- 
able cabinet majority - including 
some Likud members. • 

The economy did not founder 
under Package Deal I and Package 
Deal II is under way. This one is 
hopefully (for the "old" Alignment 
including Mapam) to smooth the 
way for Yisrael Kessar. secretary- 
general of the Histadrut. to an elec- 
tion victory within this mammoth 
organization. That election is second 
in importance only to national elec- 
tions. 

If foreign currency reserves do not 
fall too steeply by June 1985 and 
unemployment does not get out of 
hand. Kessar and Shimon Peres can 
look confidently forward to a safe 
post-Histadrut election summer, 
politically speaking. Unfortunately, 
this grace period cannot last beyond 
rheautumm. 


Projecting the premier

But alas, political plans are notor- 
iously unreliable and coalitions fick- 
le. certainly with the Likud and 
religious party partners. If Labour is 
the sole party that badly wants 
smooth sailing, anybody can rock 
the boat to his own advantage. To 
ensure the good behaviour of these 
boat-rockers, they have to be paid 
with concessions, which at some 
time have to be honoured, and they 
will not be popular. 

Of course, some friction is being 
generated by congestion at the top. 
Thus the open differences on the 
Israeli-Arab question between Ezer 
Weizman and others: on negotia- 
tions between Israel and Egypt on 
Taba. where one can feel the differ- 
ences between Shamir, and his sup- 

P otters, the hard-liners, and the 
eres-Weizman group, the realists: 
on the political appointments ostens- 
ibly non-existent in government cor- 
porations. on the handling of tax 


evasion of the non-wage-eaming 
classes bv a Liberal finance minister. 


AND ONE must not forget that the 
real healing process of the economy 
is a long and uncomfortable one for 
any government, even if unanimous 
about the policies to be pursued. 
More so for the Peres government, 
where every member will look for 
cover at the first signs of an impend- 
ing storm. 

Therefore. I would advise Mr. 
Peres: caution. His P.R. people 
should not overplay the "new" 
Peres. The old one is good enough. 
His detractors are still around in the 
wings, waiting for the first major 
mistake, or hint of impending elec- 
tions. Very few basics have changed 
since the establishment of the pre- 
sent national unity government. 
Lebanon is still an open wound and 
will be so even after full withdrawal 
has been effected, because the ter- 
rorists there will try very hard to 


show they were not defeated in the 
war of attrition (as against the 1982 
battle with Israel), and that they can 
hurt Israel once more from Leba- 
non. This may well turn into a con- 
tinued hit and reprisal situation 
along the northern border with its 
political concomitant of hawks 
against the government's supposed 
doves (and this will mean only the 
Alignment, which advocated retreat 
in its elections manifesto). Ariel 
Sharon won't be squeamish about 
mentioning other people’s short- 
comings concerning Lebanon. 


The economy is far from being 
healed even if runaway inflation has 
somewhat slowed down. At this 
writing all measures taken have not 
stopped the drain bn our foreign 
currency reserves. Unfortunately, 
they are a finite quantity and must be 
protected before they vanish totally. 
This means more unpleasant mea- 
sures, such as curtailing all kinds of 


foreian currency allocations, import 
restrictions, etc. 

Government budgets will have to 
be cut some time during l°85*’h. 
Thus when the Peres' premiership is 
over, we ma> well be stuck in deep 
mud with several sectors of govern- 
ment activities, and unemployment 
may also top the present 5-6 per cent 
figure. 

Thus if the Petes boys want to 
fight an election before the Shamir 
accession to the premiership (this 
seems to be their present undeclared 
aim) just a congenial candidate 
won't be good enough (and they 
should not forget Rabin, who never 
promised not to run w hen an oppor- 
tune moment arises). 

Their time scale could be mis- 
taken. A good prime minister like 
Peres may be busy with necessary 
bur unpopular policies and. again, 
be delineated as the whipping boy he 
was until recently. 

In conclusion, the whizz kids 
around the P.M. should not be taken 
too literally by him or his party, lest 
an aura of euphoria deludes him and 
his supporters, and before one can 
say Jack Robinson, they will find 
themselves in for a third, consecu- 
tive election disappointment.

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EXPEDIENCY

Sir. - Your leading articles on 
what for want of a better word we 
call religious issues are becoming 
more and more objectionable. 
When you use terms such as “power 
grabbing” and “grovelling" and de- 
pict highly respected rabbis as 
"climbing over one another” to 
achieve some - of course - unworthy 
end. you come dangerously close to 
that verbal violence which in other 
contexts you rightly deplore. 

For one: "Who is a Jew?" You 
conveniently ignore the fact that 
David Ben-Gurion dealth with this 
whole issue in the Fifties. Realizing 
that it was not a matter that the 
Knesset could deride, he consulted a 
world-wide panel of Jewish savants 
of various persuasions and disci- 
plines and was impressed by the 
unanimity with which they advised 


him not to tamper with age-old prin- 
ciples. What has changed since then? 


Simply that people seem to have 
become less responsible and more 
confused. Clear thinking compels us 
to recognize that the Knesset has a 
right to grant Israeli citizenship on 
whomever it chooses, but to grant 
Jewishness is not within its compe- 
tence. The criteria for Jewishness 
have been laid down once and for all 
by the historic faith-community of 
Jewry. If Israel wishes to be consi- 
dered an extension of that historic 
entity (as it does and must), then the 
norms which have come down to us 
from that millennial tradition must 
prevail over the momentary de- 
mands of expediency. 

When we come to the question of 
big money versus ancient graves in 
Tiberias, you are well aware that the 
issue is not at all - as you would have 
us think - one of ritual impurity, nor 
is it a matter of building over un- 
known graves hidden well below the 
surface of the ground. There is 
reason to believe that it is rather a 
question of the bones of our ances- 
tors being bulldozed out of their 
graves and deposited on a rubbish 


dump. If such blatant insensitivity 
had been demonstrated in another 
country it would have rightly 
aroused world-wide Jewish protests. 
But here? Again - expediency pre- 
vails. 

When British archeologists re- 
cently wished to carry out experi- 
ments on the bones of the martyrs of 
York, whose ancient resting place 
had been discovered in the course of 
building operations. Chief Rabbi 
Jakoboviis in a memorable letter to 
The Times pointed out that rhe need 
to respect that which had once been 
the repository of the incomparable 
spirit of man far outweighed any 
possible gain to science. 

His views were accepted both by 
the genera] public and by the scien- 
tific community, and mutually satis- 
factory arrangements were made, 
both as regards the claims of science 
and the eventual re-interment of the 
remains. Why. oh why can such 
enlightened views not prevail in the 
country which gave the concept of 
human dignity to the world!
